FRANCE'S COT DISCl USES CHAD, NAMIBIA 
AB202145 Niamey Domestic Service in French 1200 GMT 20 Nov 81 


[Excerpts] French Minister of Cooperationand Development Jean-Pierre Cot made a 
brief stopover early this morning at the international airport in Niamey, on his 
way to (?Benin), Togo and Cameroon. He was welcomed by his counterpart, Mr Daouda 
Diallo, and French Ambassador to Niger Alain Marie Pierret. 


Speaking to newsmen, the French minister expressed the view that there are very good 
prospects for cooperation between France and Niger. He added that it was dis- 
cussed during the meeting of the joint commission held recently in Paris. 


[Begin recording] [Cot] As a matter of fact, ovr joint commission has just held a 
meeting in Paris. During the meeting, we thoroughly examined the issues relating 
to our cooperation. Meanwhile, I will tell you that on this occasion, I had the 
honor of being received by President Kountche. We examined the major points of the 
cooperation between France and Niger and stressed the need to update the projects 
in order to match the realities. In difficult economic situations marked by the 
falling prices of some products--for example the uranium price is not fair to Niger 
even though it is not catastrophic--it is necessary to choose only well-suited 
projects. The deliberations of the joint commission henceforth centered in parti- 
cular on rural development and communications. 


[Question] Mr Minister, your government has recently adopted its budget. It must 
te recalled that French aid for development is a cornerstone of its policy. What 
iz the percentage of this aid in the French budget? 


[Answer] The aid will sharply increase since the president of the republic commit- 
ted himself to increasing it from .34 to .70 percent of the French Gross National © 
Product by the end of his 7-year term of office, that is, doubling the present rate. 
But it will be carried out gradually and this year's budget marks only the begin- 
ning of this trend. 


In such a difficult economic environment as the one we are facing now, the franc 
zone remains in good shape and is able to resist the monetary disaster. It pro- 
tects the African member countries. It is only necessary to look around to realize 
that African countries which do not belong to the franc zone are facing a particu- 
larly disastrous monetary situation, 








[Question] Mr Minister, does this hold true even after the devaluation of the 
French franc? 


[Answer] In spite of the devaluation, which I thought was quite well controlled, 
there remains a mechanism that guarantees the rate of exchange for African countries 
and protects the integrity of their financial resources. 


[Question] Mr Minister, with your permission, let us return to the problem of 
cooperation. France now wants to be present everywhere in French-speaking Africa 
as well as to diversify its cooperation ties. I would like to know how the poli- 
tical overture to Chad is viewed. 


[Answer] We believe that »ur cooperation with Africa must be comprehensive and 
without any reservations. It is high time the wounds should be dressed. We share 
long historical ties with Chad and some aspects of these ties are bound to be pain- 
ful. We have deemed it reasonable that at this period of national reconstruction, 
Chad should be able to take advantage of these historical ties. As soon as the 
Chadian transitional national union government asked France to help it recover its 
unity, its territorial integrity and sovereignty, in contributing to the implemen- 
tation of the Nairobi OAU resolution to send a peaceforce to Chad, the Freach 
Government was obliged to give a positive response to this appeal. It did so 

while trying never to seem to be intervening in Chadian affairs. We have in the 
past experienced unfortunate situations and we do not want to experience the same 
thing again. On the other hand, we support the OAU with the necessary assistance. 
We provide logistical assistance to the inter-African troops to be sent to Chad. 
Also, we have provided President Goukouni and the Chadian Government with a certain 
amount of humanitarian assistance for the reconstruction of the capital as well as 
minor military assistance to t:rain the Chadian national integrated army. 


[Question] A last question Mr Minister. France is a contact group member country. 
What hopes are there for the settlement of the Nauibian problem within the frame- 
work of the UN resolution 435? 


[Answer] Indeed, for us the settlement of the issue can only be achieved with the 
full implementation of that resolution. The contact group is now trying to find 
ways of implementing the resolution. It is very difficult undertaking. Negotia- 
tions are always on the verge of breaking up. In this regard, South Africa's atti- 
tude does not facilitate these moves. For our part, we hope there is still some 
chance of success. There is no ground for pessimism at this stage of negotiations. 
If there should be a deadlock, this would in any case be a pretext for South Africa 
to occupy Namibia. Only in this event would we draw conclusions. [end recording]

LOAN TO TOGO, BENIN--Lome, 18 Nov (AFP)--The World Bank will grant a loan of 1 bil- 
lion CFA francs (FR 20 million) to Togo and Benin to enable these two countries to 
launch a joint electricity production program, it was learned Wednesday in Lome. 
This loan, which has just been approved by the International Development Associa- 
tion (IDA), an affiliate of the World Bank, will mainly serve to finish feasibility 
studies of the Nangbeto dam project, to be situated on Mono River in Togo, which is 
100 km northeast of Lome and near the Beninese border. The construction of this 
dam will thus reduce the dependence of Togo and Benin on Ghana in matters of energy. 
Ghana currently exports part of its electricity generated by the powerful Akossombo 
and Kpong dams situated on the Volta.

COMMENTARY ON ‘BRIGHT STAR’ MANEUVERS IN MIDDLE EAST 
AB241151 Luanda ANGOP in French 0950 GMT 24 Nov 81 
[Unattributed commentary: "American Strategy in the Middle East"'] 


[Text] Luanda, 23 Nov (ANGOP)--The Bright Star-82 military maneuvers, which began 
in Egypt on 14 November and in which troops from the United States, Egypt, Sudan, 

Somalia and Oman are taking part, is considered by various political observers to 

be one of the most recent elements of the beliicose policy of the U.S. authorities 
toward the Middle East. 


The maneuvers began with the dropping of about 850 paratroopers of the 82d U.S. 
Airborne Division and of many Egyptian paratroop officers. According to the argu- 
ment of White House authorities, the only purpose of these maneuvers is to adapt the 
American forces to the ecological environment of the region and prepare the so- 
called rapid deployment force to meet any surprise. 


However, the Western press has admitted that the American Bright Star-82 maneuvers 
fall within the framework of America's global strategy aimed at controlling the 
oil-producing region of the Middle East under the pretext of defending America's 
vital interests in that region and of an alleged Soviet threat. 


According to various political observers, the U.S. interference in the Middle East 
assumed a new character since the death of President al-Sadat. In this connection, 
the leader of the Egyptian Communist Party, Michel Kamel, recently announced that 
the United States is preparing an attack against the Arab countries, particularly 
Syria and Libya. 


In support of this statement, Kamel cited as proof the placing on the alert of 
American naval forces in the Mediterranean and in the Persian Gulf, including the 
Israeli Army, shortly after President al-Sadat's death. 


In this connection, one may add the condemnation by the Libyan News Agency, JANA, 
which recently commented on a piece of information published by the weekly maga- 
zine NEWSWEEK, saying that the two American AWACS had participated in the Bright 
Star-82 maneuvers in order to prepare an attack against Libya. 





The increasing American interference in the Sudan and its acts of intimidation 
against Tripoli further constitute a proof of United States claims to strengthen its 
positions around the regions bordering the Middle East by putting a sort of ring 
around this area. 


In confirming this information, the Lebanese newspaper AL SAFIR disclosed that the 
United States of America has installed in the Sudan, on the border with Chad, an 
important military complex intended to ensure link-up with American spy satellites 
in the Middle East. 


The same source added that it was in the United States interest to keep in power 
the regime of Ja'far Numayri who is currently assisted by several American military 
advisers. 


Besides the Sudan, the United States of America hopes to realize its plans for con- 
trol in the Middle East, by granting support to the other conservative states in 
the region such as Egypt, Israel and Saudi Arabia. 


As for Egypt, its alliance with the White House is an old one which led to the 
signing in 1979 of the Camp David accords which are normally considered a betrayal 
of the Palestinian cause. 


Concerning Saudi Arabia, it is curious to note that since the death of al-Sadat, 
Riyad has been attempting to assume the U.S. role of policeman in the Middle East. 
The Fahd plan is quite a significant example of this. 


In fact, several political analysts believe that the objective of this plan is 

to replace the Camp David accord by another, more acceptable one without altering 
the crux of the problem, that is Egypt's surrender to the Zionist regime. In this 
framework, the United States will see in the Egypt-Saudi alliance the fruits of 
the great transaction--the sale of five AWACS planes to the Saudi Arabian regime. 


It must be noted that the PLO rejects the principle of the recognition of the State 
of Israel which is implicit in the Fahd plan, but in any case the Saudi Arabian 
authorities are trying to win the confidence of the majority of Arab states so 

that this plan may be accepted as the only acceptable means of a solution to the 
Palestinian issue. 


The facts show very clearly that American interference in the Middle East has in- 
tensified since al-Sadat's death. The Bright Star-82 military maneuvers have also 
been dangerously intensified and this constitutes a great threat to world peace and 
security especially for states in the region.

YUGOSLAV FIRM DISCUSSES OIL EXPLORATION, INVESTMENTS

[Text] For 12 whole years, INA-Naftaplin, along with various companies throughout 
the world, has been searching for oil in various parts of the world, and has spent 
$70 million on this exploration work. For the first time, just during October of 
this year, a drilling pipe penetrated a rich layer of oil in the seabed off the 
coast of Angola, from which one may expect the first fruits of the past groundwork 
done for the oil. 


Countries that consume more oil than they produce are increasingly investing funds 
jointly in exploring and extracting oil in other countries, because the expenses of 
exploration are enormous. It is necessary to invest at least $500 million per oil 
field in order to find commercial [significant] oil deposits on the seabed, which 
is where most of the exploration is now being done. This is why companies are 
increasingly joining forces. 


A Great Risk, But... 


In exploring for oil one takes a risk. If oil is found, the expenses are paid by 
the companies that have invested funds in Gabon and Indonesia, and it is conducting 
negotiations to invest in China. Oil has been found in many of the fields in which 
INA-Naftaplin has invested funds, but subsequent exploration at those locations has 
not confirmed that these were commercially valuable quantitites. In fact, subse- 
quent large investments in developing a field and operating a drilling site are 
paid for only if the oil reserves found are worth considerably more than the 
commercial expenses of their exploitation. 


Naftagas has to date invested in exploration in North Korea and Guinea, and now, 
together with other companies, has invested funds in exploring in sections 1 and 3 
in the ocean off the coast of Angola and similarly in Gabon and Tunisia. It has 
begun independent exploration and has invested all of the funds for a section in 
Algeria. 


A Bull's-Eye at 2725 Meters! 


Section 3 in Angloa where oil is already gushing from the Palanca drilling site is 
now of course the most interesting for us. At a depth of 2646 to 2658 meters, the 
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drilling pipe found a site yielding 330 cubic meters of oil per day, and at a 
somewhat greater depth is a bull's-eye! From this experience, at 2725 to 2739 
meters, another one yielding 600 cubic meteres per day was found. In both cases 
the oil has a specific gravity of 0.83, which is very high quality oil. 


The Palanca drilling site is located in the ocean which is about 60 kilometers 

from the Angolan coastal town of Nezato and 150 kilometers from Angola capital, 
Luanda. The ocean depth at that location is 50 meters, and the seabed for the most 
part is dolomite. INA-Naftaplin engineers Bartol Kuvezdic, Boro Vlasic, and Branko 
Cikusa, who together with their coworkers performed geological, seismic, and eco- 
nomic analyses of the area, emphasize that they are now setting up two new drilling 
sites there which should confirm the size of the field and the reserves. If the 
findings are favorable, work will begin on a study to develop the field and set up 
operational drilling sites. In other words, the first commercial significant 
quantities from that field could only begin to flow at the end of 1989! 


How much oil could be obtained annually from there? It is difficult to say with 
confidence at this time. 


It should, however, be mentioned that the U.S. company Gulf is annually extracting 
about 5,000,000 tons of oil on land at Cabinda an enclave of Angola about 130 
kilometers from Palanca as the crow flys. The engineers, however, mention as a 
realistic assumption that it is possible at least to obtain about a million tons of 
oil per year from"our" field 3 from which an amount consistent with the funds 
invested would arrive in Yugoslavia. If it is known that the world price for a 
million tons of oil is $280,000,000. It is obvious that the investment, no matter 
how large it is, is paying off. 


So Far $67 Million 


Off the coast of Angola, the sea is divided into 13 exploration sections, which the 
domestic company Sonangol has offered to foreign companies for exploration. As 
early as 1979 on the basis of a study of previous geological-seismic explorations 
INA-Naftaplin and Naftagas offered to cooperate with 50 percent shares in sections 
1, 2, and 3. INA-Naftaplin even offered to be the principal operator in sections 

1 and 3, i.e., that its people would drill the seabed from a platform in the sea 

or that the drilling would be done by others under the direction of INA's experts, 
who have a great deal of experience in drilling the seabed. 


The Sonagol company, however, accepted other arrangements. So far it has leased 
out 12 sections. The [drill] operating rights in section 1 were obtained by the 
Italian company AGIP, in section 2 by the American Texaco, and in section 3 by the 
French Elf-Aquitaine. 


In section 3, which covers 4500 square kilometers, Elf-Aquitaine is investing 50 
percent of the funds, and the remaining 50 percent is being divided among the 
American firm Mobil, with 30 percent, the Italian AGIP, with 10, and INA-Naftaplin 
and Naftagas, with 5 percent each. Before the end of 1981 a total of $67,000,000 
will have been spent on exploration in section 3, in which INA and Naftagas 
cooperated with $3,350,000 each. Next year expenditures of $120,000,000 are planned 
with $6,000,000 from each of our companies. 





New Investments and Explorations 


If enough oil is found for exploitation, which is likely in this case, then, 
according to the contract, all of the companies will pay for all of their previous 
expenses with oil for at least the first 5 years. Later, in the next 15 years, the 
companies, again depending on the contract, are to receive about 20 percent of the 
oil extracted without cost and they will buy the remainder, usually under somewhat 
more favorable conditions than the rest. According to a similar principle, foreign 
companies will explore our seabed off the Adriactic. 


INA-Naftaplin and Naftagas will also cooperate in exploring in Angolan section l, 
with 7.5 percent of the funds each (a total of 15 percent). The principal operator 
in this section is AGIP, which is investing 50 percent of the funds, and the rest — 
are Elf-Aquitaine with 25 percent, Petrogal (of Portugal) with 10 percent, and our 
two companies with 7.5 percent each (15 percent). Independently, without Naftagas, 
INA-Naftaplin is investing 25 percent of the funds to explore in section 8, where 
the principal operator is AGIP, which is likewise investing 25 percent, while the 
remaining 50 percent is being invested by companies from the United States, Brazil 
and the domestic company, Sonangol.

HABRE REPORTED ADVANCING WHILE GOUKOUNI AWAITS HELP

[Text] Ndjamena--"Will it be necessary to reckon with Hissein Habre again?" It 
is tempting to answer this question, which is on everybody's lips in Ndjamena, in 
the affirmative since it is taking a long time to deploy the neutral inter-African 
force and since Mrs Claustre's former jailer is taking advantage of this delay and 
is regaining control, without firing a shot, of the Abeche region, his traditional 
stronghold, from which the Libyan forces ousted him last December and then kept 
him out, with some difficulty, until their withdrawal. 


After the fall of the Adre, Guereda and Iriba it is now Abeche city itself, capital 
of Queddai, which is threatened by the Northern Armed Forces [FAN]. Will the sol- 
diers of Acyl Ahmat's Democratic Council of the Revolution, who are holding the 
position and have been reinforced a little over the past few days by ill-trained 
and ill-equipped elements from the new integrated national army, be able to with- 
stand their pressure for long amid a population of which the majority seems hos- 
tile to them, unless the inter-African force's troops come to back them up? 


Indeed, there is now a sprint race going on between the inter-African force and the 
FAN, and the credibility of the government's power and of its leader President 
Goukouni Oueddei is at stake. His rost determined adversary is busy reconquering 
an entire essential region from which it will later be very difficult to oust him 
and from which he will be able to tiry to get back into the Chad political game with 
some chance of success. The taking of Abeche by Hissein Habre 1 year after his rout 
from Ndjamena would look like an initial but nonetheless brilliant revenge, likely 
to challenge the balance of forces within the d* parate government coalition. 

This prospect explains the growing nervousness of President Goukouni and his en- 
tourage in view of the vacillation of those who have agreed in principle to supply 
them with protection to replace that of the Libyan forces whose withdrawal they 
have secured. 


Will the leaders of the inter-African force which claims to be "neutral" agree, more- 
over, to take sides openly and engage their men in what could prove a very tough fight. 
to prevent the FAN from taking Abeche or, furthermore, to oust them from there if 

the OAU troops intervene too late? There is also reason to wonder whether Hissein 
Habre will have the temerity to offer armed resistance to the will of the pan~-African 
organization when it begins to be demonstrated, at the risk of being outlawed once 

and for all on the continent,

SENEGALESE OFFICERS VISIT NDJAMENA--Ndjamena, 20 Nov (AFP)--Six military officers 

from Senegal arrived on Thursday evening in Ndjamena to determine possible accommo- 
dations for the Senegalese contingent which will be part of the inter-African neutral 
force in Chad. The Senegalese mission is led by Col Mamadou Seck, who is reported 

to have gone to the Chadian capital last Monday with 17 other African officers and 
Lieutenant Colonel Ndiaye who will command the Senegalese detachment in Chad. Colonel 
Seck told the press that the Senegalese officers are on a strictly military explora- 
tory mission. Only after our return to Dakar will our country's authorities deter- 
mine the number of Senegalese soldiers to take part in the neutral force and the 

date of their arrival in Chad. Colonel Seck also indicated that the Senegalese mission 
has not yet decided on its length of stay in the Chadian capital.

OFNACOM DIRECTOR NOTES OFFICE'S RECOVERY PLANS 
Brazzaville ETUMBA in French No 617, 7 Nov 81 p 8 


[Report on interview with Note Agaton, general director of OFNACOM [National Market- 
ing Office], by Bertin Ossenza; date and place not given] 


[Excerpt] "Today, OFNACOM is in the process of bringing about a 
recovery that should serve as an example to other national compan- 
ies. This cGemonstrates that it is possible to build a development 
economy with a vigorous state sector. To achieve this purpose, 
men must be determined and the expression of their competence must 
be rational, ordered and total," 


Speaking on Wednesday, 21 October, Comrade Elenga~-Ngamporo, minister 
of commerce, thus closed the seminar devoted to the days of reflec- 
tion on the life and future of OFNACOM. 


In an interview lasting nearly an hour with an ETUMBA reporter, 
Comrade Note Agaton, general director of OFNACOM, revealed, in the 
same spirit, the factors that have for several years made a rela- 
tively satisfactory operation of the Office possible. 


The Office is optimistically looking forward to an ambitious medium-term program 
through full use of the existing monopolies, a broadening of its activity, national 
distribution coverage through the establishment of a chain of large stores, rein- 
forcement of the function of wholesalers and the coherence and improvement of 
storage structures. 


Revealing Recovery Indicators 

Comrade Note was anxious to point out that OFNACOM remains an enterprise that must 
experience recovery, with the reference period running from 1981 to 1986. Neverthe- 
less, he said, certain favorable trends have emerged through a net improvement in 


the behavior of workers as a whole. 


Concerning management, Note chose two indicators to illustrate what he considers to 
be encouraging fac’ors. 


First of all, there is the turnover for the past 5 years: 
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Turnover In CFA francs 








1975 2,551,000 ,000 
1976 3,165,000,000 
1977 3,202 ,000,000 
1978 3, 236,000,000 
1979 4,450,000 ,000 
1980 6, 819,000,000 


For the first 10 months of 1981, turnover is 8.2 billion CFA francs. 


Concerning the first indicator, one will note that between 1978 and 1980, growth 
is exactly 110 percent. 


Compared with the first 10 months of 1981, using the year 1978 as the reference 
period, growth is 153 percent, and according to estimates based on current sales 
performances (over 900 million francs a month), OFNACOM expects to have a turnover 
of over 10 billion francs by the end of this year, which would give a growth of 
209 percent -- that is, triple the turnover. 


Usi\g the recovery plan as ‘a basis, the Office has already largely exceeded esti- 
mates because the sales figure used for the recovery plan for the entire year of 
1981 is 7.33 billion CFA francs. 


In sum, by 31 October 1981, the enterprise had already exceeded annual recovery 
estimates by nearly 12 percent, and using the above estimates, the company will have 
exceeded the objective by over 36 percent by 3] December 1981. 


The second indicator concerns the results by means of which a real judgment can be 
made on the current profitability of the enterprise. According to Note and using 
the same period as a reference -- from 1975 to 1980 -- we obtain the following: 


1975 Loss of 166 million CFA francs 

1976 Loss of 1,089,000,000 CFA france 

1977 Gross results of 33 billion [sic] francs 
Net results of 1.88 million CFA francs 

1978 Gross results of 76 million CFA francs 
Net results of 44 million CFA francs 

1979 | Gross results of 115 million CFA francs 
Net results of 82 million CFA francs 

1980 Gross results of 352 million CFA francs 


Net results of 179 million CFA francs 


It should be noted that all sums due in the way of taxes on profits were actually 
paid to the public treasury, or 269 million CFA francs. 


Concerning 1981, provisional results for the first 9 months yield a gross total 


clearly higher than that predicted in the recovery. plan for the entire year in ques- 
tion, or 304 million, compared with 282 million francs. 
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Surmountable Difficulties 


With respect to difficulties brought up during the days of reflection on the life 
and future of OFNACOM, Note pointed ovt that they were undoubtedly real, but that 
they fit into the general context of our country, where means of communications 
do not now permit a fluid circulation of persons or goods. This state of affairs 
makes the correct execution of supply programs, no matter how well designed. 


Nevertheless, in order to attenuate these difficulties, a number of practical pro- 

visions were made by the OFNACOM board. The provisions were made in order to bring 
goods storage centers and consumer centers closer together. The following plan was 
drawn up and put into effect: 


Brazzaville: two new units, one of which is already complete, while the other is 
under construction. Oyo: construction complete; beginning operation in December 
1981. Mossaka: under construction. Etoumbi: under construction. Djambala: 
under construction. Gamboma: storage center set up. 


This storage center program will continue next year, particularly in Impfondo, where 
there are also plans for a storage center. 


OFNACOM officials also plan to increase the number of river units it has from three 
to seven during the 5-year period, so as to increase supply deliveries to storage 
centers. For that purpose, two units are now being built at Chacona. 


Likewise, the automobile pool has been expanded considerably and will continue to 
be over the 5-year period. 


In the past 5 years, OFNACOM has acquired over 30 heavy vehicles, over half of which 
are in perfect operating condition, This will make it possible to improve supplies 
qualitatively and quantitatively. 


Regarding the range of goods available, Note said that he had great hopes for the 
establishment of regional supply committees over the next 5 years. These committees 
will analyse the needs of local consumers, under the responsibility of the people's 
government, and will be in charge of informing our enterprise of qualitative and 
quantitative terms so that a more suitable supply program may be carried out. 


Nevertheless, Note said that it should be emphasized that OFNACOM does not have a 
distribution or supply monopoly and that it is just one more commercial operator. 
The board's plan provides for relays to be set up by regional commercial enter- 
prises, consumer cooperatives and merchants in particular. 


On the whole, the supply problem cannot be solve by OFNACOM alone, but by all 
operators involved in distribution. 


Prime Vocation of OFNACOM 
In this connection, Note emphasized the fact that he thought there was a great deal 
of confusion about the main vocation of OFNACOM, for, he said, OFNACOM was set up 


as a commercial enterprise. Its field of action was initially limited to the 
northern part of the country. Very rapidly, around 1965, OFNACOM was in the north, 
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the center and southern region of the country. This came about for very simple 
reasons because a commercial firm aiming to be profitable must be able to seek 
income where it is the highest. In the precise case of OFNACOM, which is a national 
company, in order to make up for deficits in rural centers with a low purchasing 
power, it became indispensable to set up subsidiaries in urban centers, where popu- 
lation density is greater and where sales are remunerative and a guarantee of the. 
firm's profitability. 


Today, Note explained, we cannot say that we are satisfied because we still must 
bring about a recovery. 


However, the indicators given above allow one to hope for a better future. In 
parcicular, Note said, we are meeting the challenge of achieving a recovery ahead 
of time. Already, in 1981, we are achieving the turnover predicted for 1984 and by 
1982, we expect to surpass the anticipated 1986 turnover. 


It is important to point out that sales estimates for 1982 are over 15 billion, 
while the recovery plan gave the figure of 13 billion for 1986. 


Let us say that independently of the inflationary phenomenon, the OFNACOM board 

has engaged in sales activities guaranteed by vigorous protection of import monopo- 
lies. This has made it possible to put larger quantities of products on the market, 
resulting in a larger turnover. ; 


Furthermore, the improvement in the enterprise's management has opened the door to 


bank aid in the most diversified forms, which permits one to look to the future with 
optimism,

REVIEW OF YUGOSLAV FIRMS‘ ACTIVITIES 
Libreville L'UNION in French 23 Sep 81 p 4 
[Article by Obame Emane] 


[Excerpt] Following the construction, in 1977, of the three wings of the 12 Mars 
compound and the Libreville City Hall, the activities of Energo-Projeckt and those 
of its subsidiary, Komo Forestry Union (UFK), which was involved in lumbering, are 
now seriously reduced because of a lack of new markets. However, officials of the 
Yugoslav firm have been working for several months on the project for the estab- 
lishment in Libreville of a permanent national representation, whose form remains 
to be determined. 


With a capital of 100 million CFA francs, shared by Autoput-Gabon, Auto-Trans-Gabon, 
a subsidiary of the 25 May Company in “ovi Sad, obtained the approval of the Gabon- 
ese governor in 1980 and began its activities on 1 January 1981. These activities 
are essentially based on transporting fuel from Ndjole to the central depot at Moan 
Moanda, in keeping with the agreements concluded with the Pizo, Total and Mobil 
distributors. 


Together with Autoput-Gabon, Auto-Trans-Gabon also hauls clinker from Ndjole to 

the Franceville cement works, as well as building materials and heavy equipment for 
Dragages [Dredging Company], Sofor, Sosuho, and so on. Its officials, Mrs Milo- 
savlevic and Popove, want to achieve a turnover of over 1 billion CFA francs for 
the 1981 fiscal year. 


As for the Ina-Naftaplin Company, it was through an international contract signed 
with the Gabonese Government in 1978 that it went into partnership with the consor- 
tium in charge of oil exploration and operations in the Cama-marin area (2,149 
square kilometers) at Sette-Cama. 


Three West German firms (Prevssaf, Lingen and Wintershaw), another Yugoslav firm 
(Naftagas) and ELF-Gabon [Gasoline and Lubricants Company of France] have 40, 10 
and 30 percent respectively of the capital of the consortium with Ina-Naftaplin, 


the operator, which as 20 percent of the shares. 


As soon as it arrived on Gabonese soil, Ina-Naftapiin, whose main office is in 
Zagreb in Yugoslavia, began its activities with the drilling of a well at Cama-marin, 
which was rather disappointing, despite perceptible signs of hydrocarbons. General 
director Stjepan Galovic told us on Saturday, 19 September, that "the geologists, 
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engineers and operators of the firm demonstrated competence and effectiveness in 
going beyond and treating saliferous layers, without knowing that the well was 
going to come up dry." 


And yet, hope is not entirely lost in the long run. Ina-Naftaplin technicians 

are studying the possibilities of drilling a second well, whose initial data will 
soon be analyzed and interpreted on the geological level. Prospects for this second 
well already look promising. 


Considered to be the largest Yugoslav oil research and production company, Ina- 
Naftaplin of Zagreb, a state enterprise operating with the help of the American 
firm Dowell, has three refineries of a total capacity of over 7 million tons of 
crude oil a year and supplies 70 percent of all national production of the Social- 
ist Federal Republic of Yugoslavia. It also has petrochemical complexes at Kootina 
and Zagreb and is now building a major complex at Rijeka. 


For its part, Naftagas is making a contribution to the financing of the Gabonese 

oil research and operations projects, without having a permanent representation such 
as Ina, which has its two administrative offices in Libreville and its technical 
facilities at Port-Gentil.

DECREE ESTABLISHES CIVIC BRIGADE TO ENSURE PROPER CONDUCT 
Conakry HOROYA in French No 2890, 1-7 Nov 81 pp 6-7 


[Decree concerning formation of Civic Brigade, Conakry, 29 October 1981, signed by 
Ahmed Sekou Toure] 


[Text] The President of the Republic: 


In view of Constitutional Law No 4/AN of 10 November 1958, promulgated by Order 
No 15 of 12 November 1958; 


In view of Law No 001/AL/75 of 7 January 1975, concerning the election of the 
president of the republic; and 


In view of Decree No 215/PRG of 1 June 1979, concerning the appointment of the 
members of the Cabinet of the president of the republic; ) 


Hereby decrees: 


Article 1. Dating from the signing of this decree, a civic brigade is hereby cre- 
ated within each party organization, placed under the National Party Headquarters. 


Article 2. The essential role of the civic brigade is one of constant vigilance, 
continuing supervision in order to ensure the rehabilitation of the customary 
social environment, maintain and safeguard the morale of the revolution at all 
times and in all places and ceaselessly promote stability among the people. 


Article 3. The civic brigade is organized with a territorial competence at every 
level where it is instituted and always comes under the organization of the party- 
state in the jurisdiction where it is set up. 


Article 4. The head of the civic brigade is named by a decision of the permanent 
secretary of the National Political Bureau, who will, by means of a suitable circu- 
lar, establish regulations for the organization, detailed structure and operation 
of the civic brigades, in keeping with their mission as defined in this decree. 


Article 5. At the level of every Regional Revolutionary Government (PRR), there is 
hereby created a civic brigade placed under the authority of the federal secretary. 
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In Conakry, the mayor of every people's commune is competent for the civic brigade 
corresponding to the federal bureau in the jurisdiction of Conakry I, Conakry II 
or Conakry III. 


Article 6. At the level of every District Revolutionary Government (PRA), there 
is hereby created a civic brigade under the authority of the general section secre- 


tary. 


In Conakry, the general secretary of each section is in charge of the civic brigade 
corresponding to the district in one of the three people's communes of Conakry I, 
Conakry II or Conakry III. 


Article 7. Except in Conakry, in each Local Revolutionary Government (PRL), there 
is hereby created a civic brigade placed under the direct authority of the mayor and 
for which the head of the local department is particularly responsible, in keeping 
with the provisions of Decree No 384/PRG of 30 September 1974, concerning the 
organization of the Local Revolutionary Government. 


Article 8. The civic brigade of the PRL and of the administrative regions in the 
interior has the task of ensuring that the daily conduct of families within its 
jurisdiction is in keeping with the morals, ideology and philosophy of the party- 
state. 


Through continuing education, it is responsible for with undertaking with determina- 
tion and adapting with perseverance all aid to the social environment concerned, so 
that all couples, parents, children, boys and girls will have a family and social 
behavior in keeping with our principles and irreproachable conduct that will ensure 
harmonious and exemplary development for all. 


Consequently, and in a discreet and courteous manner, the civic brigade of the PRL 
must oversee the same milieus and, in the social relations of the members concerned, 
in their actions everywhere, intervene, if need be, so as to correct any conduct 
contrary to the rules of order and discipline set forth by the party-state in 

order that the individual and collective stability we desire will always be pro- 
tected and encouraged. 


In connection with the head of the local social department, it must report to the 

mayor of the PRL and then to weekly assemblies on disturbing situations, pointing 

out cases of persons or groups whose reprehensible conduct should be condemned and 
corrected through indispensable public moral and social pressure. 


It must organize continuing and methodical supervision through the different sectors 
of the PRL so that school-age children are in school and not elsewhere or in the 
street during classtime and so that their action, within the CER [Revolutionary 
Education Centers] or the nurseries set up for games or recreation, expresses the 
quality of our legitimate concern for their proper education, discipline and 
manners. . 


Consequently, through this continuing supervision, this systematic vigilance through 
all strategic sectors of the PRL (public places, movie theaters, clubs, dance halls, 
schools, playing fields, beaches, and so on), the civic brigade of the PRL must 
institute or restore an atmosphere of security needed to encourage health, educa- 
tion and social peace and security. 
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Article 9. The civic brigade at every political level is made up of elements chosen 
from among active militants of recognized character and particularly noteworthy 
militant behavior. 


They may be taken from among the best militiamen and elite workers, as a means of 
promotica, who are considered to be examples in their geographic jurisdiction. 


Article 19. Inmadequacies noted at the level of every civic brigade must be sanc- 
tioned by the authority of the civic brigade under which it is placed. 


When such inadequacies are the proof of deliberate rejection or bad faith, the 
sanctions pronounced, depending on the level of competency, may go so far as the 
suspension of members and the destitution of the political organ whose manifest 
neglig2nce permitted such lack of concern. 


Article 11. The permanent secretary of the National Political Bureau of the party- 
state is entrusted with the application of this decree, which will be recorded and 
published in the JOURNAL OFFICIEL DE LA REPUBLIQUE.

CANCUN SUMMIT VIEWED AS AVERAGE SUCCESS 
Abidjan FRATERNITE MATIN in French 29 Oct 81 p 1 
[Editorial by Auguste Miremont: "'Cancun': Success and Half-Failure"] 


[Text] Was still another useless conference organized in Mexico on 22 and 23 Octo- 
ber? Was it a half-failure or a total success? "Cancun 81" on the North-South 
dialogue was all these things.... Let us see why. 


A success it was, certainly, as for the organization of such a conference which re- 
quired a long time for the preparations, money and bottomless reserves of energy to 
persuade 22 chiefs of state and government to meet to speak freely, without any 
order of the day, without formalities, about world problems on which some people's 
points of view are irreversibly divergent. 


This is the aspect of the Cancun summit which favorably impressed the participants. 
It was unanimously agreed that a dialogue truly took place. Everyone brought forth 
individual positions. Questions asked were answered with specifics. Speeches were 
calmly interrupted, with composure, without passion or demagogy, in an atmosphere 
devoid of the "politician politics" that unfortunately characterize UN debates. 
East and West, North and South were not confronting each other. Through their re- 
presentatives, they were attempting to find the solutions that would solve today's 
inequalities and would bridge, at least in part, the ever increasing gap between 
rich and poor nations. 


However, do the acknowledgment that the survival of the world is at the end of this 
issue and the expression of a genuine political will during the course of the Cancun 
summit indicate that we are entering an era of understanding and solidarity? 


If one wants to answer this question abruptly, no. 


"Cancun 81" has been disappointing in this respect. It has not responded to our 
expectations, to the impatience of the poor nations anxious to witness the establish- 
ment of an era of justice and quality. It concerned itself solely with enunciating 
wishes and high-resounding principles: "Developing countries must be helped to pro- 
duce more, effective measures must be adopted to stabilize the prices of raw mater- 
ials, new energy sources must be devised," etc.... But decisions were non-existent, 
no firm promises were made, no obligations taken, not even forecasts for a time- 
table for what seems to be, indeed, a veritable step forward: the announcement of 
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renewed "global negotiations” within the context of the UN. How will these nego- 
tiations begin, and when? The answer provided was the following: "There must 

be a consensus on a mutual basis and in circumstances offering the prospect of 
significant progress." This is indeed ambiguous. 


As for us, it is nevertheless significant that Ivory Coast was included in this sun- 
mit. This proves that the wisdom, the policies and the realism of our chief of 
state are eminently appreciated. Our country was heard, as were the countries pro- 
ducing basic raw materials. It is indeed regrettable that “force majeure" reasons 
prevented President Houphouet-Boigny from being present at Cancun. His physical 
presence was desired and it was necessary. Both for bilateral meetings and for the 
plenary sessions. The latter would have allowed him to explain to all sides the 
positions of our countries, their difficulty in establishing developmental policies 
and to apply them at a time when their export receipts are subjected to the whim and 
moods of New York or London speculators. 


But "Cancun 81" ended with its deficiencies. 
Nevertheless, if feelings are mixed, one must acknowledge the worth of such con- 
ferences which, through their informal character and frankness, permit, on a long- 


term basis, to modify behaviors, views and analyses by stressing the interdependence 
of all economies and the need to develop close international cooperation.

BRITISH, ROMANIAN ECONOMIC COOPERATION SOUGHT

/Article: "The English and Romanians Invited To Invest in Our Country"/ 


/ Excerpts 7 Minister: of Commerce Amoakon Edjampan Thiemele 
has just returned from a visit of nearly 2 weeks, in response 
to invitations from the ministers of commerce of Great Brite — 
ain and Romania. 


His stay from 6 to 10 October in Great Britain expresses the wish of both our 
countries to overcome language barriers and certain prejudices of the past to 
strengthen and diversify our relations in all areas. Trade exchanges between 
Ivory Coast and Great Britain have quintupled in 10 years at a rate of growth 
of 143.5 percent between 1975 and 1979. 


There exist between these two countries great possibilities for economic and 
trade cooperation. It is therefore up to the officials of the commerce de- 
partments and businessmen to take advantage of this potential. Numerous con- 
tacts have been made for this purpose. 


The general indications of this visit are that efforts must be made on both 
sides to increase exchanges between the two countries. In particular, an 
English trade mission is to come to Ivory Coast to study in detail all the 
projects, particularly in the field of hydrocarbons and offshore recovery, 
for Great Britain, in connection with the development of its oil industry in 
the inhospitable North Sea, has acquired a unique experience in this area. 
We could benefit by this experience, with regard to environmental impact, 
labor problems, the integration of new populations, etcetera. 


Our minister of commerce also paid a visit to Romania from 13 to 16 October, 
thus responding to the wishes of Presidents Ceaucescu and Felix Houphouet- 
Boigny at their historic meeting in Ivory Coast in 1973 to develop cooperation 
between us in all areas. 


It is also important to point out that a trade agreement between Ivory Coast 
and Romania in Bucarest in May 1975. This agreement sets up a legal framework 
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for the development of trade exchanges between us, on the basis of two lists 
of products settled upon by joint agreement. 


Tha organizational différences between the two political regimes are surely 
the explanation for our extremely limited bilateral exchanges. 


But great efforts are being made to promote the establishment of an Ivorian- 
Romanian mixed company, which through its autonomy and freedom of action can 
and must promote the establishment of direct relations between the Ivorian 
private sector and the state organizations of the Socialist Republic of 
Romania. This effort at cooperation was demonstrated through the presence of 
an Ivorian stali at the Bucarest international fair. The stall, manned by 
the ROMIVOIRE / expansion unknown 7 company of Abidjan, received the great 
honor of a visit from President Nicolae Ceaucescu. 


It is to be hoped that such efforts will be encouraged so that through agree- 
ments on product exchanges, Ivory Coast will be able to sell more coffee, 
wood, cocoa, canned goods, and fruit, as well as manufactured goods, to 
Romania, and in turn, Romania will be able to place in our market its many 
manufactured goods of which the high quality is recognized here.

18, 350,000 CFA francs (one hundred eighteen million, three 
hundred fifty thousand francs) to our county for the equip- 
ment of the various institutions of higher education. 


The signing of the financing agreement took place recently 
in the office of the higher education administration, 
between Higher Education Director N'Guessen Yao Thomas, 
accompanied by the rector of the National University, Valy 
Charles Diarrassouba, the director of the Institute for 
Higher Education, Vakaba Toure, and the director of the 
Baccalaureate Office, Mr Justin, on one side, and on the 
other, Mr Kientz, head of the French Cooperation Mission, 
accompanied by Mr Fort, cultural advisor, and Mrs Petit, 
of the Permanent Cooperation Mission. 


The institutions receiving this subsidy ars; the National Institute for 
Higher Technical Education, 32.75 million francs; the Faculty of Science, 

25 million; the Institute for Higher Education, 20 million; the University 
Library, 10 million; the University Research Institutes, 9.75 million; 

the School of Pharmacy, 7.5 million francs; the National School.of Admini- 
stration, 4 million; the Faculty of letters, the Faculty of Economic Science, 
and the Higher Institute of Navigation, 2.5 million each, and lastly, the 
School of Statistics, 1.85 million france. 


These subsidies are to enable the above-mentioned establishments to finance, 
during this university year, purchasing programs for educational materiel 
and equipment, as well au books and documentation. In particular, they will 
enable INSET / expansion unknown 7, the Faculty of Science, and the Institute 
for Higher Education the maim beneficiaries, to acquire the necessary equip- 
ment to realize their educational objectives: laboratory equipment, work 
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materials, tooling, spare parts, computer equipment, etcetera. 
Higher Education: 400 Million 


Speaking first, Mr Kientz began by rapidly placing this agreement within the 
framework of #¥rench-Ivorian cooperation in higher education affairs. 


He recalled that since 1959, the date of the establishment of what is now the 
university, France has made an active contribution, in various ways, to the 
development of higher education. And the most visible form of contribution 
is undoubtedly making teaching- personnel avaijable to our country, "even 
though the greater part of their emoluments is now taken care of by Ivory 
Coast." Thus, there were about 700 French cooperants in higher education 
last year. The number will be about the same this year. 


France's other contributions are of a fingncial order, and concern the fi- 
nancing of missions, scholarships, inter-r iversity agreements, and running 
costs. 


In conclusion, Mr Kientz stated; "Overall, and setting aside our share of 
personnel expenditures, French aid to higher education in Ivory Coast amounts 
to the respectable figure of about 400 million CFA francs, which clearly 
marks the importance that my country places upon the training of national 
cadre, especially for repiacing expatriates in the public sector and in the 
private sector, which will sanction the definite and complete success of our 
cooperation."

He 
cited cases where people speaking 
one language had fought civil wars. 
Mr. Aringo said English should be 
developed for international ¢om- 
munication and as the official 
language, adding that Kiswahili 
should also be promoted as a 
national language, with other 
indigenous languages being

promoted for effective communica- 
tion with the people.. 


Mr. Aringo criticised the 
colonialists for promoting the 
concept of information coming from 
the top downwards to the citizens 
through the chiefs. Information, he 
added, should emanate from the 
people and move upwards. 


Mr. Aringo said Kenya had been 
caught at the crossroads of a cultural 
invasion through rapid technological 
developments such as the video, the 
cinema, radio and television. 


The most effective way of — 
against such invasion was ey 
the distribution of good literature, 
said, adding that rural development 
meant developing the people to the 
realisation that the individual had 
the potential to develop himself. 


Mr. Aringo was addressing 
students of Daystar Communica- 
tions, an international Christian 
institute for training mass media 
communicators to help the Church 
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spread the Gospel. 

Mr. Aringo stressed the need for 
closer links between the Church and 
the Government. 

He said the Church included not 
only the clergy but all those whro were 
associated with its teachings. 

Mr. Aringo said that even biblical 
figures uch as Moses used the art of 
communication to effectively 
motivate the people.

He added that he had not 
been officially informed by 
Kenya that Miss Mutai was 
wanted back on charges of 
making false mileage claims 
to the National Assembly.

Kimario said he had 
tried ta contact his counter- 
part in Kenya and other 
Government officials in 


Miss 
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Nairobi but had not been able 
to get the details of the 
offences with which she is 
charged. “The reason we 
admit Miss Mutai’s presence 
here is because we do not 
want to hide anything about 
her. We are handling the 
situation in good faith, 
bearing in mind the good rela- 
tions we have with Kenya,” 
Brig. Kimario said. 

He stressed that a number of 
Tanzanian political refugees and 


army officers were living in Kenya | 


and “we can do nothing about it 
since that was within the 
prerogative of the Kenya 
Government”. Asked if Miss 
Mutai's request would not strain 
Kenya-Tanzania relations, Brig. 
Kimario said it would be con- 
sidered under the existing inter- 
national laws and that if her case 
merited asylum, “the govern- 
ment would not hesitate to 
approve it’’. 

He said the government of 
President Julius Nyerere was 
aware of the political implica- 
tions of the request and the 
delicacy of the situation, par- 
ticularly so since the relations 
between the two countries have 
been improving. 

Only three days ago, Brig.

It is still true that the most 
important energy crisis facing 
this country is the one related 
to cooking. Whereas it is true 
that we spend a lot of money 
on importing petroleum 
products (about 37 per cent of 
all our foreign exchange) and 
that has direct bearing on our 
economy now, the use of trees 
and their products for cooking 
in the rural and urban areas is 
something which is likely to 
have major impact on our 
nation tor years to come. It 
degrades the ecology. ' 

The bulk of our population 
both in the rural areas as well 
as the urban areas use char- 
coal or wood for cooking. To 
date the Ministry of Energy 
has not developed any viable 
alternatives to substitute for 
charcoal. This is a pity since’ 
biomass offers an alternative 
whose technology as well as 
the cost are within the reach 
of our population. For those 
who cannot afford this form of 
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formal one have not been 
creating these jikos in any 
quantities which can begin to 
have an impact on the types 
used by the majority of the 
people nationaily. 
is fact should show to all 
concerned that the Ministry 
has an extension role. In the 
same manner as the other 
Ministries it should mount a 
programme which would 
ensure that the jikos are made 
and extended. Many people 
have written that the 
Ministry should utilise 
ajready available institutions 
‘for this work. Among the ones 
met he are the village 
= ytechnics, the Kenya 
dustrial Estates, farmers 
training centres and many 
others. 
The assumptions by the 
people who make these argu- 
ments which we think valid, 
are simply that the whole 
range of available institutions 
should be mobilised now so as 
to create the necessary equip- 
ment in the quickest possible 
period. Such mobilisation 
would also lead to passing on 
the skills of the improved 
equipment to much more 
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people in a shorter period. 

On the uses of petroleum- 
based energy sources there 
have not been many schemes 
for saving the products. It is 
true that significant amounts 
pf money are being spent to 
advertise the need for conser- 
vation. Yet this is a sales 
pitch which is appealing to 
the goodness of the 
individual. The most obvious 
approach to conservation 
have not been implemented 
although they have been dis- 
cussed extensively. The most 


important of these is the 
taxing of nigh capacity engine 
cars. Many have argued that 
these should be taxed so 
heavily soa to limit their use. 
Furthermore there should not 
be any licences for their 
importation in the future. 
The Government has been 
delinquent in keeping the 
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large cars it had bought as 
well as processing the acquisi- 
tion of the ones which were in 
the pipeline. It is important 
that it begins to show the 
wider public that it is com- 
mitted to conservation by 
limiting its car to less than 
1600 cc which is reckoned to 
be the maximum capacity for 
efficient use of the vehicles. 
The provision of efficient 
public transport systems would 


go a long way in limiting the use of 


personal cars by individuals. The 
itch is still made for people to do 
foes driving but it is unrealistic if 
there are not alternative means 
which work. 
If we are to survive the future 
we need to ensure that some 
uick action is taken on some of 
the energy issues now. Of course 
if fate smiles on us we will dis- 
cover oil or natural gas and all 
things will be added to us'

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KISUMU'S MOLASSES PLANT IS SET TO START

[Text] The molasses complex at Kisumu is poised to start operations by January. 


Pumping of molasses into the vast storage tanks will start later this month Mr. 
Gilmore Bell, resident director Eximcorp (K) Ltd. the managers said yesterday. 


Mr. Bell was introducing foreign and local journalists who toured the factory to 
see developments. 


The joint venture of the Kenya Government and foreign investors will employ more 
than 500 workers and indirectly create at least 1,000 other related jobs, he said. 


The construction of the factory, Mr. Bell said, was originally estimated to cost 
Sh. 600 million and was to be completed by June last year. But because of failure 
by the original contractors and some financial problems, its completion had been 
delayed. It will now cost Sh. 1.05 billion, Mr. Bell said. 


Even the January start is totally dependent on the last segment of funds being 
immediately available. 


Utilising molasses, the Kisumu complex will manufacture about 20 million litres of 
power alcohol a year to be used as a high octane, a substitue for imported 
petroleum.

PRISONER INFLUX PROBLEM=-Kenya had a total of 24,325 prisoners by the end of 1980 
including 18,125 convicts an Assistant Minister for Constitutional and Home Affairs, 
Mr. Zablon Olang', said in reply to a question by the M.P. for Winam, Mr. Peter 
Anyumba, who wanted to know the total number of prisoners in Kenya as at December 
31, 1980, and their breakdown. He also wanted to know the number of women prison- 
ers. The Assistant Minister said there were 1,628 women prisoners. In a supple- 
mentary question, the M.P. for Kitutu East, Mr. Abuya, Abuya asked the Assistant 
Minister whether it was true that Kenya's prison population was second only to that 
of South Africa.

PORT OF KILINDI--The Kilindini port is becoming an important gateway to the eastern 
part of Africa due to swift goods clearance. Shipping authorities say the smooth 
running of the port has been hailed in shipping forums throughout the world. The 
only port with the same capacity is Durban in South Africa. The port has maintain 
tained its efficiency in handling cargo for Kenya and neighbouring landlocked 
States of Uganda, Rwanda, Burundi, Zaire and Sudan. A development programme 
launched by the port a few years ago has modernised the port. The programme which 
is partly financed by the Kenya Ports Authority includes purchase of cargo hand- 
ling equipment and expansion of the Bandari College. Other reports say two Kenya 
Fishing Industries (KFI) deep sea longliners, MV Ufunguo and Uchumi, are expected 
to discharge about 300 tons of Tuna fish at Liwatoni Jetty soon. The KFI managing 
director, Mr. A. Mbwana, told the Nation that reports from the vessels indicated 
they would return earlier than anticipated since they were netting an average of 
two to three tons of Tuna, per day. Mr. Mbwana said the vessels were plying deep 
seas between Mombasa and Comoro Islands where Tuna fish are abundant. He also 
said the longliners were purchased recently and have made one trip and brought a 
catch of about 200 tons of Tuna. He said the current catch was an indication that 
the vessels' crew were getting experienced in deep sea fishing. [Text] [Nairobi

COTU FOR PAY HIKE--The Central Organisation of Trade Unions (Cotu) is seeking a 
general pay rise for workers. Cotu secretary-general Juma Boy said yesterday the 
organisation was planning to send a memorandum to the Government to this effect. 
He said a general pay increase was necessary because of the rising prices of es- 
sential goods in the country. Mr. Boy said the memorandum would also ask for an 
increase in the minimum wage and an end to discrimination of workers on the basis 
of sex with regard to house allowance. The memorandum would be sent in about 10 
days, he said. Mr. Boy said an assurance had been given in the last budget 

speech that there would be no mini-budgets and other price increases. But this 
has not been the case, he said. "Soon after the Budget there was an increase in 
the price of sugar, rice, oil, and even meat and maizemeal," he said. Mr. Boy 
said the devaluation of the shilling and the subsequent increase in petrol and 
kerosene prices was bad news for workers who were already overburdened. “Devalu- 
ation will affect very much the price of imports, such as oil, which means an auto- 
matic increase in the prices of some essential goods," Mr. Boy said. On house al- 
lowance for women, Mr. Boy said there should be no discrimination between men or 
women, married on unmarried. "There is no point to deny a female worker house al- 
lowance because she is married," he said. "This is why we are caliing on the 
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Government and other employers to treat female workers on equal terms," he added. 
He said they would seek audience with the President to pledge their support for the 
Government and Kanu, and also to express their views on the cost of living. He 
thanked the President for appointing him secretary general following the Cotu 
elections.

PROBLEMS IN GARISSA--Thirty-one butcheries in Garissa have been closed because of

They urged East African Power 
and Lighting and the Water Development Ministry to find ways of solving the water 
and electricity shortages. The businessmen said the town was filthy because of 
open drainages.

CORRESPONDENT GIVES PREELECTION REVIEW

[Text] Unlike Mauritius's jagged volcanoes which have been extinct for hundreds 
of centuries, the current pre-election rumblings on the island are beginning to 
shake the population of its customary lethargy. 


Signs of discontent are everywhere. 


As I waited for an appointment with a senior official in the Mauritian capital's 
Government House, a young clerk asked me what I thought of his small country. 


My positive response received a blunt: "Maybe for you as a visitor it is good, 
but for us who live here it is not so good." 


This was a particularly startling entree to this blissful Indian Ocean island 
about which Mark Twain once remarked: "God made Mauritius first and then heaven, 
heaven being copied from Mauritius." 


Even more revealing was that it came from a member of the Hindu Indo-Mauritian 
majority which, it is widely alleged, receives preferential treatment in civil 
service employment--that is after the immediate families of the ruling party's 
leaders. 


This mood was confirmed time and again in interviews with opposition politicians, 
businessmen and other Mauritians of the various ethnic groups. 


They spoke bitterly of rampant unemployment caused by a critically ill economy 
and compounded by corruption and nepotism in the scandal-ridden government. 


Widespread poverty among the island's one-million people is obvious, even to a 
visitor. 


The country's plight is the worst it has been since it won independence from 
Britain 13 years ago. 


It is not surprising then that the normally placid Mauritians are angry and 
want a change of government. The signs point toward a decisive defeat for the 
Labour Party Government of Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam in the coming general 
election. 
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As a leading Sino-Mauritian businessman said: "We want to change the government, 
but what government to have is our problem." 


His doubts about an alternative government aside, the betting is now heavily in 
favour of the left-leaning Movement Militant Mauricien (MMM) with its dynamic 
young secretary-general Mr Paul Berenger, at the helm. 


The question is whether the MMM can win enough seats to stop another coalition 
government being formed. 


Political observers maintain that it is still too early to predict an outright 
victory for the MMM. 


Since the 1976 elections the MMM, which has a plurality of seats in the Port Louis 
Parliament, has been kept out of government by a shaky coalition between the 
Labour Party andthe conservative Parti Mauricien Sociale Democratique (PMSD) 

of the charismatic Creole barrister, Sir Gaetan Duval. 


The coalition broke up this year, making the government a lame duck until the 
elections are called sometime between December 28 and May 31. 


Western political analysts of the intricacies of Mauritian political alliances 
feel that anything could happen between now and the general election. 


The climatic vagaries of this remote island may have an important bearing on the 
outcome of the elections which more than likely will coincide with the feared 
January-April cycione season. 


A particularly damaging hurricane could further depress the country's one-crop 
(sugar) economy taking the present Government down with it. 


If the elections are held before the cyclones at the height of the Christmas- 
New Year festive season just as the income of the main sugar crop is being dis- 
bursed, the mood might be sufficiently benevolent to ensure the status quo. 


There is no doubt, say the political pundits, that had the elections been held 
in the last few months Mr Berenger's MMM with its ally the Parti Mauricien 
Socialist (PMS) would have romped home. 


But developments of recent weeks may have changed this. There has been a fall- 
out between the opposition allies over the MMM's increasingly closer ties with 
the Libyans‘which the Government hopes will weaken their opponents‘ chances. 


An official investigation has been ordered into Libyan activities on the island. 
The Libyan issue is further confused by strong rumours that they have actually 
donated funds to all the main parties to hedge their bets for the election. 


It is rumoured that the Libyans are putting up three of their own candidates 


who will run as independents. They are also reported to be wooing the 150 000- 
strong Muslim community, using their religious affinity as a wedge. 
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Whatever Colonel Muammer Qadhdhafi's representatives are doing in Mauritius, 
one thing is certain--they have an inordinately large and active presence for 
such a small country. 


Another unknown factor in the election is the strength of Sir Gaetan and his 
PMSD. 


The 50-year-old self-confessed jet setter had been written off by most as a 

political has been. But when he drew a crowd of morethan 10 000 at a recent 
political rally in the capital, there was a definite resurgence of interest 

among the pundits. 


Whether or not his party used bus fares and other incentives to attract the 
crowd as rumoured--although this is hotly denied by Sir Gaetan--there are those 
whe say he may win enough seats to play kingmaker as he did after the 1976 
election. 


The LP has interpreted the event in the words of Dr David, as "The political 
comeback of Duval," obviously in the hope that the PMSD may once again help 
keep the MMM from forming the next government. 

Western diplomats anxiously watching the election build-up are convinced that 
the Labour party's chances are tied to the personality and political astuteness 
of its 8l-year-old leader, Sir Seewoosagur. 


Their intuition tells them that the wily "old man" of Mauritian politics, who is 
firmly identified with independence, will "pull something out of the hat at the 
last minute." 


His first surprise move was to suggest going to the polls in coalition with his 
arch rivals the MMM. He even offered to step down as Prime Minister in favour 
of the MMM's president, Mr Aneerood Jugnauth. 


This fell flat when the MMM adamantly refused to do so. 


But there is a feeling that Sir Seewoosagur has more tricks up his sleeve, such 
as a last-minute announcement of generous government assistance to the unemployed. 


Perhaps this is wishful thinking, particularly on the part of the United States 
which is concerned about the future of its rapidly expanding military facilities 
on the former Mauritian owned island of Diego Garcia. The MMM has pledged to 
fight for its return and the dismantling of the base. 


Significantly, Diego Garcia has not become a major election issue as expected, 
Mauritians are more concerned about their immediate economic problems. 


One factor of concern, particuarly to the opposition, is whether or not the 
elections will be held at all. Under the constitution, the election must take 
place before May 31. The actual date is at the discretion of the Prime Minister. 


Sir Seewoosagur gave the assurance recently that the elections would be held 
before the deadline. However, if violence breaks out before then he may law- 
fully postpone the elections for the maximum of two consecutive periods of 
six months. 
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This possibility has forced the MMM to take special steps to ensure a peaceful 
runup to the election. It is claimed that tne MMM was responsible for defusing 
a tense situation recently shortly after a PMSD political rally on Port Louis. 


There is also the nagging fear that the Government, sensing total defeat, might 
be panicked into unconstitutional measure, such as unilaterally suspending the 
constitution indefinitely and ruling by decree. 


But most politicians and observers I spoke to, even the MMM's Mr Berenger, 
thought this unlikely. "It's just not the Mauritian way of doing things," one 
said.

Port Louis--If a left-leaning government is elected in Mauritius it should hoid 
no immediate terrors for South African lovers of the island's holiday delights.

vociferous proponent

Playboy Hopes To Gain Back Popular Votes 


rusi LOUIS — For 
most politicians in 
Africa jt would be 
suicidal to advocate 
closer ties with 
South Africa. 

Not so for Mauri- 
tius’s veteran Cre- 
ole politician, Sir 
Gaetan Duval, lea- 
der of the Conserva- 
tive Parti Mauricien 
Social Democrate. 

When he is not 
leading his party Sir 
Gaetan is a successful 
barrister and self- 
confessed jet - setter 
and playboy. 

The political ups and 
downs of the 
50-year-old Sir Gaetan 
and his PMSD have 
little to do with his 
stand on South Africa. 


Rather he was 
caught between the 
conflicting needs of his 
two power bases — tne 
lower-class Creoles and 
the small but economi- 
cally powerful Franco- 
Mauritian community. 

It was this unlikely 
voting block which 
gave his partv 47 
percent of the votes in 
the preindependence 
election. 


“That miracle was 
done in 1967,” Sir Gae- 
tan tod me. “In 1976 I 
was left with only the 
bourgeois.” This fe- 
duced his popularity 
with the electorate to 
only 18 percent. 


The Creoles felt that 
“Gaetan” as he is po- 
pularly KEnown had 
sold them out. 

With the campaign 
for the coming general 
election hotting up Sir 
Gaetan is once again 
wooing his “poor 
people”. 

If the “bourgeois” as 
he calls his former 
elite supporters, want 
to wote for him “let 
them come”. 

“But I’m not trading 


my poor people against 
the bourgeois. You see 
for me its almost a 
sexual experience. I 
have had the love of 
these people for so 
long — the love I lost 


Indo - Hindoo - domina- 
ruling Labour Party of 
the Prime Minister, Sir 
— Ramgoo- 


It was the PMSD’s 
coalition with the LP ia 
the present govern- 
ment which was an- 
other factor that lost 
him the backing of his 
Creoles. 

Today some say “ir 
Gaetan is finished as a 
political force in 
Mauritius while others 
predict he will once 
again hold the balance 
of power after the 
general election. 

Whatever Mauritius’s 
politicai future holds 
for Sir Gaetan he still 
has a charisma that 
draws and enthrals 
crowds. 


Recently he held a 
political rally in the 
capital, Port Louis, 
which drew at least 
10000 neople though 
he and his party offi- 
cials estimated 30 000. 
Bui even 10000 is 
enormous by Mauritian 
standards. 

The lower-class 
Creole community’s at- 

ction for this afflu- 
ent playboy appears to 
be one of those 
strange contradictions 
which has more to do 
with personality and 
charisma than political 
conviction. 


“Gaetan” has a big 
ego. In fact the only 
thing not big about him 
is his medium height 
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communist, vehemently 
pro-West and capitalist. 
At the same time he 
was one of the first in 
Mauritius to push for 
unemployment and 
other social benefits for 
the poor. 


He unashamedly 
calls for closer ties 
with South Africa and 


makes no bones about 
his love for visiting 
Johannesburg where 
he lives it up in his 
favourite fivestar 
hotel. 


However, he cannot 
understand or condone 
Pretoria’s apartheid 
policy. 


He very obviously 
has made a let of 
money in his legal 
career in Mauritius. 


Sir Gaetan, as he 
does not like to be 
called on the home- 
front because of his 
reborn populist image, 
has an enormous sea- 
side abode on 
the north-west tip of 
Mauritius which he 
calls his “bungalow 
retreat.” 


He had flu when I 
interviewed him in his 
villa. He was sprawled 
out on a large double 
bed most of which was 
taken up by two large 
dobermann  pinschers. 
On the floor on either 
side of his bed lay two 
gigantic great danes 
reclining majestically 
like bookends. He said 
his dogs are mostly 
imported from South 
Africa. 


Though Sir Gaetan’s 
English is good he — 
hke most people on 
Mauritius where Eng- 


lish is supposed to be 
the only official lan- 
guage — is more com-

fortable with the 
Creole lingua franca 
which the islanders ar- 
gue is a language in its 
own right and not a 
French patois. 

His words were bare- 
ly audible over the 
screeching south-easter 
which was battering 
the thatcn roof on the 
house's main section. 

The architects af his 
bungalow had warned 
him against thatch, er- 
guing that it would 
not stand a chance 
against the devastat- 
ing cyclones which so 
often hit the island. 


But Sir Gaetan wan- 
ted thatch. They 
figured he could easily 
afford to replace it 
once a year. But, he 
says, he had not coun- 
ted on the viciousness 
ot the last cyclone 
season, when the roof 
was blasted off three 
times. 

His approach to 
Mauritius’s economic 
woes is as straight as 
that to the roof on his 
house. “I believe that 
close co-operation with 
the West is the solu- 
tion .o our problems.” 

If Sir Gaetan came 
to power after the next 
election his first step 
would be to have 
urgent discussions with 
the Americans about 
using Mauritius as a 
“sort of supermarket” 
for their rapidly ex- 
panding ‘nilitary facili- 
ties on the disputed 
island of Diego Garvia. 

He believes the 
Americans are in any 
case obliged to do this 
in terms of the agree- 
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ment by which Diego 
was ceded by Mauri- 
tius to Britain and in 
turn leased to the 
United States. 

This together with 
the use of Mauritian 
labour by the contrac- 
tors on Diego Garcia 
“would be sufficient t» 
get the economy back 
on its feet.” 

“To me it’s as simple 
as that.” 

He uses this as an 
entree to take a dig at 
the left-leaning opposi- 
tion party, The 
Movement Militant 
Mauricien, which 
seems set to win the 
coming election. 

“IT can't see any left- 
wing government res- 
toring the economy of 
the country. It has 
happened in no coun- 
try in the world and it 
won't start in Mauri- 
tlus.” 

He beheves that 
South Africa too can 


heip Mauritius out of 
its economic difficul- 
ties. 

Later, after the in- 
terview, Sir Gaetan 
invited me to stay for 
supper — just a little 
something that his 
cook whipped up at 
short notice on a Sun- 
day evening. 


This turned out to 
be a sumptuous three- 
course meal highligh- 
ted by a main dish 
which he called “chick- 
en a la Chinois” served 
on expensive china 
plates decorated with 
sketches of a South 
African gold mine. 








MOZAMBIQUE 


PEOPLE'S ASSEMBLY STRESSES NEED FOR RURAL SOCIALIZATION 
Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese 18 Oct 81 pp 23-27 


[Excerpts] Mozambique pledged that it would find a solution for underdevelopment. 
And it did not lightly pledge what would be a demanding and difficult undertaking. 
Since 1979, authorities in charge, directors and government-system cadres have been 
intently working on a plan to solve this underdevelopment. And the plan has 
emerged. The plan has been thoroughly worked out, corroborated, corrected. This 
plan is known by the acronym PPI which means "Plano Prospectivo Indicativo" 
[Prospective Indicative Plan]. 


Rural socialization emerges as its main task. First, as reinforcement for the 
country's industrialization. Second, because without rural socialization, millions 
of peasants will continue to be scattered about. And those who are now living in 
communal settlements or who belong to cooperatives will be disbanded. Similarly, 
government farms emerge as another indispensable factor in rural development. 


Today some 70,000 peasants live in cooperatives and communal settlements. In 1990 
there should be 5 million. Today domestic production predominates. About 94 
percent of the cultivated terrain is devoted to the domestic sector. This sector 
produces 80 percent of the gross value of agrarian production. 


However, hunger, destitution, nakedness are well-established facts of life. We 
could have maize for ourselves and to sell abroad, but we import maize. We could 
have corn, meat, fish, but we import corn, meat and fish. The livestock, of which 
the country owns a large share, continues poorly tended at the hands of the peasant 
keeper who considers it a symbol of feudal power. Only the cooperatives and the 
government plantation can effect a complete about face to this situation by 
reversing it. 


Eradicate Mistakes 


In the AP [People's Assembly] work groups they have carefully analyzed and come to 
a final decision regarding the mobilization of peasants for the cooperatives. In 
fact, and it is well to mention it, a course of action which began very forcefully 
in 1976 has in the past few years, by disbanding many peasants, experienced serious 
setbacks. It was liberal promises which discouraged the peasants. Mobilization 
was a mistake: in many settlements the peasant was not given to understand that 

it was he and he only who could change his life. The peasant was forever waiting 
for the tractor which never arrived; he kept waiting for the motor truck which did 
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not come; he continually looked for the cement blocks which never arrived. Ina 
word, he did not depend on his own efforts. 


Enriched by contributions from deputies who underwent the experience of cooperative 
living in the rural area, the PPI will guide the organizations responsible for the 
training of peasants in cooperatives with the gradual introduction of more effec- 
tive production technologies (animal traction, for example), the guarantee of 
supplying factors and means of essential production supplies, such as seeds, hoes, 
scythes. The government will also support the cooperatives in the outlet of their 
products and guarantee their marketing by reviewing the prices for the producer in 
order that they serve as an incentive for cooperativization. 


The training of those living in cooperatives will come to grips with very practical 
questions on organization and the improvement of production techniques. The 
cooperatives will continue to fail as long as the peasant gives priority to his 
family plantations. Today there are cooperatives which operate on collective 
plantations twice a week. The peasant, said a deputy, traditionally goes to his 
plantation before dawn. He goes to the cooperative--when he goes--around 7 o'clock. 


There Are Not Only Mistakes 


The deputies not only pointed out many clear-cut examples of what were mistakes but 
also of what constituted improvements. There are cooperatives which, despite 
their difficulties, can also serve as a model to be taken into consideration. 


The government enterprises today now carry more economic weight than do the 
cooperatives. Tomorrow this weight will be still greater. In terms of investment, 
that is where the government will centralize its existing resources, but logically 
they will not have the political complexity which the cooperatives would entail. 
And it is on this last sector thai the Mozambican man should concentrate his full 
creative abilities. 


To Firmly Settle Man on the Land 


But rural socialization's main objective is not merely to provde the peasantry with 
a better livelihood or support industrialization. It is also a means of establish- 
ing a better demographic balance in the country. Young people barely finish their 
elementary education when they grab their suitcase and head for the cities. Nor do 
they always find employment here. Business enterprises and agencies are more 
consistently demanding skilled labor. And, not finding employment, young people 
are becoming shiftless. They steal, kill, live by their wits. 


But why do young people hurry to the city? 


In the rural areas there are no modern amusements. In the country there are no 
movies. In the country there are no light-music bands. In the country there are 
no organized networks to bind man--in this case our young people--to the land. 
These are the essential elements which throughout the decade will be the basic 
factors established within the PPI's sphere of activity. This necessarily involves 
assigning young people tasks so that the myth about present-day cities is gradually 
dispelled. Cities are growing where men have established them. Cities can also 
be estabiished in rural areas. And today's cities, in their turn, will have to 
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develop communal neighborhoods and new districts. There is a great deal of wasted 
manpower. Thus manpower, through efficient organization, will devote itself to 
cultivating the land and raising cattle. And as this work materializes, it will 
dispel the idea that is beginning to crop up that the new districts are intended 
for the reeducation of the marginal classes. 


From what has been said, we can well understand that the PPI's objective at this 
point is rural socialization. This entire project will necessarily demand 
sacrifices from all of us. It will demand a greater flexibility and scientific 

work from the state system. It will demand keen insight and careful consideration 
from the working staff. It will demand a new dimensional analysis of the Mozambican 
man's daily problems.

RURAL EXODUS, CONSTRUCTION CRISIS CAUSE WIDESPREAD UNEMPLOYMENT 
Maputo DOMINGO in Portuguese No 4, 4 Oct 81 pp 7-8 


[Excerpts] The great majority of unemployed people swarming the city are recently 
arrived from rural areas without any professional training, who have come here 
hoping to find work. 


And it is not only the shiftless who have come here. We also have to remember that 
now, as a result of the people's conquest of power, there has been a considerable 
drop in the exportation of Mozambican manpower for the Rand mines. 


The agencies for recruiting Mozambican workers for South Africa now no longer 
"propose and dispose," Mozambican emigration for "jone" is no longer expedited as 
unlawfully as it used to be. 


On the other hand, our civilian construction is experiencing a situation which can 
be deemed a crisis. And this sector absorbs a substantial number of both trained 
and untrained workers. Consequently, not only newcomers to the city find their 
possibilities for employment limited in this immense sector, but also many trained 
workers--such as stoneworkers, carpenters, electricians, pipefitters and others who 
made their living in this work--find themselves faced with the problem of having to 
seek work in sectors in no way related to their specialty, that is, when they do 
not simply resign themselves to remaining unemployed. 


It is no wonder, therefore, that every day on every city corner we find an endless 
throng of unemployed. To live, these individuals resort to the most diverse 
solutions, from begging to the illicit sale of trinkets or objects hard to find on 
the market, which somehow or other they manage to get, to destitution and crime. 


And the Employment Agencies? 


Some of these individuals sign up in the Ministry of Labor Employment Agencies. 
But as Pedro Macaringue would say, "the solution to the unemployment problem is 

in the ezonomic system," that is, employment agencies do not "create" jobs. 
Consequeiitly, for example, throughout all 1981, the total candidates listed in the 
country's employment agencies was 44,608, while openings for existing jobs were 
only 25,564. Even so, the jobs the employment agencies filled last year amounted 
to only 13,357 people, that is, about a half of the openings. 
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Of these numbers, it is certain that although there are people out of work up in the 
"hills," the number of those listed in employment agencies is insignificant, a mere 
44,000 of those registered in the whole country in 1 year, which is not even by a 
long shot, indicative of the number of unemployed which we have--for this year we 
anticipate the same number of both registrations and jobs as last year, since by 

the end of the first 6 months, 21,449 signed up for jobs and 6,269 were employed. 


Returning to 1980, it is evident from the numbers given that the number of jobs 
filled exceeded the job openings by only 1,000. What is the reason for a situation 
such as this? The head of the National Bureau of Labor Resources agrees that there 
may be some mistakes in the Placement Bureaus’ work. But the basic reason for the 
situation lies elsewhere. 


In the first place, there is the problem of professional training for those seeking 
employment. When it is reported that there were 25,654 job openings in 1980, this 

means that the companies and agencies needing personnel have submitted this number 

as representative, by and large, of their needs. 


But, on the other hand, they clearly stated what kind of workers they are seeking. 
They specified that they needed so many drivers, so many typists, so many this and 
that. It so happened, however, that the majority of job seekers registered in the 
Placement Bureaus have no definite line of work. It is a question of individuals 

registered for "whatever is available." Consequently it is impossible to meet the 
needs of all the job seekers or of all the companies needing personnel. 


It is impossible to ascertain how many unemployed there are in the country. This 
number will be known only when the final figures from the first General Population 
Census are known. But it is well known in advance that there are many, very many. 
But, also, a great deal is being done to see that by the end of this decade there 
is no longer any unemployment in this country.

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SHARP DIFFERENCES REPORTED BETWEEN KALANGULA, MUDGE

SHARP DIFFERENCES broke out last night 
between DTA President Mr Peter Kalangula 
and DTA Chairman Mr Dirk Mudge over the 
text of a press statement released concerning 
the proceedings of yesterday’s Head Commit- 
tee meeting. 

This followed considerable tension during the day. 





The statement said that the 
DTA would in future admit 
any political party into its 
ranks which subscribed to 
DTA principles and that it 
would remain a: political al- 
lance and would not become a 
single political party. 

Both these matters were dis- 
cussed in great detail at the 
meeting yesterday. 

The first part of the press 
Statement was motivated to 
make provision in the alliance 
for the Coloured political par- 
ties of Messrs Andrew Klop- 
pers and Joey Julius in addi- 
uon to the existing component 
of Mr Barney Barnes’ Labour 
Party. 

The second part of the state- 
ment followed the pressure by 
Mr Kalangula and others to 
de-emphasise ethnicity in the 
DTA and set up a single party 
with minimum reference to 
ethnicity. This also related to 
Mr Kalangula’s view that the 
interim constitution AG 8 be 
scrapped. 


The question of AG 8 will 
only be discussed by the Head 
Committee this afternoon. 

The row between Messrs 
Kalangula and Mudge took 
place at 8,20pm, shortly after 
the press statement had been 
delivered to Mr Kalangula. 

Mr Kalangula was at the 
Kalahari Sands Hotel at the 
tume. 

The Editor of the Adver- 
tiser, Mr Leon Kok, had been 
informed about the contents of 
the press statement shortly 
after 8pm. 


Noting that Mr Kalangula’s 
viewpoint had been rejected, 
Mr Kok approached Mr 
Kalangula for comment. 

Mr Kalangula denied to Mr 
Kok that his viewpoint had 
been rejected, stating that no 
decision had been made by the 
Head Committee and that the 
matter would come up for dis- 
cussion again today. 
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Mr Kalangula and Mr Kok 
went through the statement 
together and it then became 
apparent to Mr K alangula that 
his viewpoint was at odds with 
the contents of the statement. 

Mr Kalangula then phoned 
Mr Mudge and anded to 
know the basis of . ¢ contents 
of the statement, reiterating 
that no decision had been 
taken on the matter and that it 
was to be brought under dis- 
cussion again today. 

Mr Mudge apparentiy con- 
tested Mr Kaiangula’s view- 
point, stating that a decision 
had in fact been taken yester- 
day afternoon and that the 
statement had been put to the 
Head Committee shortly after 
7pm for approval. 

Mr Kalangula was not pre- 
sent when the statement was 
approved as he had left the 
Head Committee meeting 
shortly after 7pm because he 





had appointments =—s with 
German journalist Dr Hans 
Germani and members of the 
British and US Embassies in 
Pretoria respectively. no 

Turning to the ays 
proceedings. the only real 
resistance to Messrs Kloppers 
and Julius’ parties being ad- 
mitted to the DTA was put up 
by Mr Barnes. Mr Barnes 

however eventually relented. 

On the question of the DTA 
being a political party as op- 
posed to a political alliance, 
Messrs Kalangula and Mudge 
were apparently at  log- 
gerheads and this precipitated 
much of the tension which 
resulted in the explosion last 
night. 

Mr Mudge nevertheless was 
said to have been considerably 
quieter than usual. 

Focus on last night's row is 
expected to be prominent at 
the resumption of the Head 
Committee meeting this after- 
noon. 

The DTA caucus in the 
National Assembly met this 
morning, the National As- 
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sembly will meet shortly after 
lunch and the Head Commit- 
tee meeting will be resumed 
after that. 

The major item on the 
agenda for discussion by the 
Head Committee today is AG 
8. This is expected to be more 
controversial than yesterday’s 
issue. Discussion of it will ob- 
viously now be overshadowed 
by even greater tension than 
was previously anticipated. 

Another issue vhich has 
contributed to the present ten- 
sion in the DTA is Council of 
Ministers’ Member Mr Tara 
Imbili’s statement during the 
weekend that the DTA should 
start talking to Swapo about 
reconciliation. This viewpoint 
is rejected by a considerable 
number iin the DTA Head 
Committee. 

Mr Kaangula however 
made it cleur last night that he 
fully supports Mr _ Imbili’s 
standpoint. 

Said Mr Kalangula: “I fully 
support Mr Imbili. I am 
prepared to speak to anybody 
for the sake of peace and 
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stability in this country, and 
that includes Swapo. Indeed, if 
we are to have reconciliation 
at all, it is absolutely essential 
that we talk to Swapo.” 

Asked why he didn’t use the 
Opportunity in Geneva, Mr 
Kalangula replied: “The cir- 
cumstances wern’t right, there 
was too much tension, situa- 
tions for discussion were 
forced and we didn’t know ail 
the Swapo members. But we 
do know a lot of them here 
and I think we should start 
and move from those we do 
know to those we don’t 
know”. 

Mr Kalangula has been in- 

vited to Bonn by West 
German Foreign Minister Mr 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher and it 
has been speculated that Mr 
Genscher will arrange a 
meeting between Mr 
Kalangula and certain top 
level members of Swapo. 
\ Mr Kalang-ua will be ac- 
companied to Bonn by Coun- 
cil of Ministers’ Member Mr 
Hans von Hase and they will 
leave next week. 
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MUDGE PRESENTS HIS VIEWPOINT ON AG 8

(Interview with Dirk Mudge by Leon Kok] 


(text) AG 8, SWA’s interim constitution, has de- 


veloped into an issue. of considerable con- 
troversy within the ruling DTA and has even 
been rejected in its entirety by DTA Presi- 
dent Peter Kalangula. 

One of those who has not shared Mr Kalan- 
gula’s sentiments is the Chairman of the DTA, 
Mr Dirk Mudge, although the differences are 
largely those of perception. 

The issue in fact was at the heart of disc 1s 
sions at a Head Committee meeting of the 
DTA which was held at the Turnhalle in 
Windhoek yesterday. 

Advertiser Editor Leon Kok who has al 
ready interviewed Mr Kalangula on his stand 
point on AG 8, spoke to Mr Mudge last wee’ 
and obtained Mr Mudge’s viewpoint. 

This is how the interview went: 


LK: Who drafted AG 8? 


DM: The former AG, Dr Ger- 


rit Viljoen. 


~~ Did you have a hand in 
iti 

DM: Dr Viljoen drafted it af. 
ter consultations with the dif- 
ferent political parues. 
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LK: Was there any agreement 
between yourself, the NP and 
Dr Viljoen over the drafting 
and substance of AG 8 (eg 
the DTA getting AG 8 in re- 
turn for the NP getting a 
White election?) 








DM: No, there was no agreement between us, We differed with the NP on most issues 
and the AG had the final say. However, AG 8 mst be seen as a compromise. Ina 
way the AG had to satisfy Aktur and the DTA, There was a dispute at one stage 
about the different functions, Aktur for example, wanted roads, traffic control, 
nature conservation and the lower courts to fall under the second-tier; we insisted 
that these be first-cier functions. The AG agreed to take these functions away 
from the second-tier government and place it under the jurisdiction of the central 
government. But it was a compromise. The AG only fully decided after he listened 
to all the political parties. As far as the election was concerned, there was an 
agreement at a later stage. We agreed to an election, We differed very much as 
far as the voters roll was concerned, We believed that only permanent Southwesters 
should vote, providing that they had lived in the country for more than one year. 


LK: Was ‘he DTA caucus ful- 
ly consulted regarding the de- 
tails of AG 8? 

DM: They were consulta’. 
AG 8 was discussed in detail 
by the DTA Executive on mo- 
re than one occasion. 


LK: Was the DTA caucus to- 
tally happy about the introduc- 
tion of AG 8? 

DM: No, of course not. We 
were not totally happy and sa- 
tistied, seeing that this was a 
compromise. It was a matter 
of give and take. In any event 
we were in a big hurry to get 
the central government going. 


LK: Did the DTA caucus ful- 
ly, but fully understand the 
implications of AG 8? 

DM: No, we did not fully un- 
derstand it. We did not fully 
understand or realise all the 
implications which is usually 
the case when you accept a 
law or proclamation. It is usu- 
ally the fine print where you 
have the misunderstandings. 
We agreed to basic principles 
in AG 8 and only later did it 
become apparent that there 
were certain stipulations with 
which we did not agree. For 
instance, at that stage we 
could not anticipate that cer- 
tain facilities such as the Tin- 
tenpalast. the College and 
SWA House would go to cer- 
rain specific second-tier autho- 
rities. In terms of the law it 
hecame clear at a later stage 
that this was not the case. But 
it was not so understood by 
the DTA. 


LK: Would it be fair to say 

that AG 8 is the manifestation 

of orthodox RP or DTA poli- 
? 


cy! 
DM: Yés, it is basically in that 
AG & makes provision for 
three levels of government and 
especially that it does not ma- 
ke provision for functions to 
be allocated in specific geo- 
graphical areas. Also impor- 
tant is that it makes provision 
for certain functions to the se- 
cond-tier authorities as being 
optionel. No group will be for- 
ced to accept classification of 
a particular ethnic group. That 
is very important. We never 
contemplated dividing the 
country into geographical 
areas although we do re- 
cognise and we do accept pro- 
perty rights. We for example 
accept that Kavango belongs 
to the Kavangos, even though 
it is Not a province or a home- 
land. 


LK: How is it then that Mr 
Peter Kalangula places consi- 
derable stress on the geo- 
graphic factor? 

DM: That is his personal opi- 
nion and he has the right to 
have a personal opinion. The 
misunderstanding came when 
he voiced his personal opinion 
in his capacity as President 
of the DTA. People have the 
right to express their opinions 
freely. We believe however 
that once the DTA has deci- 
ded on a policy, office-bearers 
should be obliged to propa- 
gate DTA policy. Unfortuna- 
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tely Mr Kalangula expressed 
his personal opinion publicly 
and that is most unfortunate. 


LK: What changes would you 
like to see in AG 8? 

DM: I think that we can solve 
most of our problems within 
the parameters of AG 8, par- 
ticularly the re-allocation or 
redistribution of facilities. In 
AG 8 specific buildings and 
specific facilities are not spe- 
cified. It should be possible to 
include these without changing 
AG 8. In the case of the See- 
miller child, I believe the pro- 
blem is interpretation of AG 8. 
AG 8 provides that the child 
belongs to the mother, but ac- 
cording to the law advisers 
that is not quite clear. So an 
amendment might be necessa- 
ry. Then concerning the se- 
cond-tier authoritiets (and 
not only one), some misuse 
their powers. Examples are the 
continuation of discrimination, 
preventing people to take part 
in sport, in competitions and 
the way they handled the 
whole library question. Things 
like this will have to be cor- 
rected. We also want a Bill 
of Rights to be included in AG 
8 as well as a Constitutional 
Court to enforce it. 


LK: Have you raised these 
maixers seriously with the AG, 
Mr Danie Hough? 

DM: Yes, on several occa- 
sions.

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DTA'S NEW OPPORTUNITY IN NAMIBIA EXAMINED

[Text] It is asserted more and more frequently that the SWA [South-West African] 
population of Namibia should not allow its right to self-determination to be 

taken away in "adequate consultations," but instead must determine its own future. 
In that connection, it is important that the Western proposals should not be 
(falsely!) interpreted as orders, that the internal parties should not exhibit 

an intransigent attitude toward the international community and that they should 
never give the impression that they are not willing to wish for a just, impartial 
solution. (Put in plain words: A mobilization of the whites will not get us 
anywhere!) 


For all these reasons, details regarding the political process which has just 
begun again should be handled delicately, Nevertheless, it can certainly be 
told how concerned they are about this subject in the United States. After all, 
the U.S. has seized the initiative--which, for the time being, is the last one-- 
and must sell its proposals to the West, to SWAPO, to the front line nations, to 
South Africa and to the internal parties. 


Naturally, only a small portion of the population of the U.S. is actually 
interested in where this sensitive area--Namibia--is located, Nevertheless, 
various newspaper editors describe Reagan's Africer policy, and, more specifi- 
cally, "A Solution to the Namibian Question," as "Reagan's last chance." They 
point out that Reagan has not been able, in recent times, to just keep on 
improving his standing without any setbacks at all. The American people are 
very concerned about the crisis in the Near East, economic problems (a large 
portion of the population is poor), the sale of radar equipment to Saudi Arabia 
and the anti-American attitude of Europe (for example, demonstrations by opponents 
of nuclear weapons), and since the long election process will already be making 
its approach known toward the end of next year with the nomination of the candi- 
dates, there is pressure on Reagan's party to avail itself of this "last chance 
to formulate a well-thought-out African policy" in the best sense of the words. 


We should keep this in mind. 
Surprisingly enough--but, at the same time, as a rhetorical question--nobody 
seriously expects a further slide toward the right in the United States. The 


name of Jesse Helms is mentioned, of course, but he is not unqualifiedly regarded 
as a successor for Reagan, 
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Now the question has arisen as to whether the U.S. wants to solve the problem of 
our country's independence all by itself. The history of the question to date 
actually seems to indicate that such is the case, but the real contracting parties 
(SWAPO [South-West Africa People's Organization] and the internal parties, and 


particularly the DTA [Democratic Turnhalle Alliance] must nevertheless be reckoned 
with. 


As a result of the Western initiative, the DIA got another chance to build up a 
model state in Africa along democratic lines soon, and if Nujoma rejects the 
West's proposals, which basically are said to be only a more precise statement 
of the skeletal Resolution 435, then let that be his look-out! SWAPO cannot afford 
to remain standing on the platform when the independence train pulls out: of the 
station. It is astounding that the internal parties are actually being asked. 
If the process of gaining independence comes to grief because of this fact, 
SWAPO's lack of good will will have to be condemmed by everybody involved, and 
particularly by the partisan United Nations Organization, which organized a 
special session of the UN Council for Namibia this week “out of a feeling of 
solidarity with the people of Namibia and their liberation movement" at which UN 
Secretary-General Waldheim mentioned the new round of talks, although only in 
passing. 


The sequence in which the new proposals are presented to those involved is also 
interesting: first to SWAPO in Angola, then to South Africa and the internal 
parties and finally they travel (with the "finished" result, so to speak.) to the 
frontline states, which up to now have remained quiet in a wait-and-see attitude. 


Of continued importance is the surprising fact that Reagan's policy--in itself, 
a"last chance" would indicate the lack of a solution--includes the groups inside 
Namibia. After Geneva, the assessment of the DTA as "a new breakthrough" can be 
evaluated.

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DTA ASKS FOR CLARIFICATION CF TWO POINTS

cratic Turnhalle Alliance is 
waiting for the Western con- 
tact group to reply to re- 
quests for further clarifica- 
tion of the constitutional 
guidelines for an indepen- 
dent SWA/Namibia, a 
spokesman for the DTA said 
in Windhoek yesterday. 

“We are waiting for the 
western group to contact 
us,” said the DTA general 
secretary, Mr Johan de Waal, 
shortly after it became 
known that Swapo, Nigeria, 
Kenya and the frontline 
states had accepted in prin- 
ciple the western constitu- 
tional guide. 

The DTA’s chief concern 
centred on the final two par- 
agraphs of the western docu- 
ment. 

“Private cultural, social, 
and health and educationai 
institutions will be open to 
all without discrimination,” 
the western principles say in 
the penultimate paragraph. 

Political sources in Wind- 
hoek said the measure was 
aimed at circumventing the 
establishment of private 
schools and hospitals in an 
attempt to preserve White 
exclusivity. 

A highly placed source in 
the DTA said the alliance 
could subscribe to the prin- 
ciple of non-racial health 
care, but felt that social 
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clubs were private affairs 
and membership should not 
be enforced by law. 

In its proposal, the west’s 
ultimate paragraph 
states:“Provision will be 
made for the establishment 
of elected councils for local 
and regional] administrative 
and fiscal purposes.” 

Both Swapo and the DTA 
rejected the concept of re- 
gional authorities. 

In the Swapo document, no 
mention is made of regional 
administrations or second- 
tier authorities, while the 
DTA at its executive commit- 
tee meeting has rejected a 
system of provincial govern- 
ment for SWA/Namibia. 

The alliance has, i 
opted for continuation of an 
ethnic-based second level of 
government administration. 

Mr Kosie Pretorius, the 
leader of the SWA National 
Party election front, Aktur, 
said in Windhoek yesterday 
his party could not accept a 
constituent assembly elected 
on the basis of universal 
adult suffrage alone. 

Aktur wanted representa- 
tives of the constituent as- 
sembiy to be elected by the 
legislative assemblies of the 
ethnic authorities, Mr Pre- 
torius said in a statement, 
accompanied by a document, 
handed to diplomatic person- 
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nel of the United States and 


Britain in Windhoek on Wed- ' 
nesday. 

“The manner of contitu- 
tion of the constituent as- 
sembly is of vital importance 
to us,” Aktur said in its reply 
to the western contact 


group. 

“In this category fall such 
questions as how the rep- 
resentatives are to be elected 
—_ by the legislative assemb- 
lies (second-tier govern- 
ments) of the different min- 
ority groups, or on the basis 
of votes gained in a one-man, 
one-vote election by differ- 
ent political groups. 

“If by political groups is 
meant political parties as 
distinct from population 
groups, then it should be 
stated emphatically that the 
latter system cannot ensure 
that the real leaders of the 
different groups will be 
elected at the constituent as- 
sembly.” 

Aktur’s representation in 
the constituent assembly 
could only be held fair if, in 
view of the heterogenous 
composition of the popula- 
tion in SWA/Namibia, there 
was equal representation of 
each of the 11 population 
groups in the territory. 


The representatives 
should be elected by the pop- 
ulation groups themselves. 
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EDITORIAL CALLING FOR LESS ETHNICITY

{Editorial by H, Feddersen: "The Less Ethnicity the Better") 


[Text] Against the background of an election in which the question of indepen- 
dence is involved--which has suddenly become a possibility again since the visit 
of the South African cabinet delegation--the number of debates regarding the 
racial and tribal situation has increased again. A DTA [Democratic Turnhalle 
Alliance] committee is allegedly going to deal with the question of “how mich 
ethnicity" is actually necessary. According to the census figures, the Kavangos 
are the second-largest population group now, having experienced a tremendous 
"population explosion" in the last 7 years. Their total number is now between 
120,000 and 160,000. 


With the prospect of an election campaign where gaining a victory over SWAPO 
[South-West Africa People's Organization] is what is at stake, the ethnicity 
question is an important one. Since it is easy for SWAPO to find arguments for 
the campaign, greater stress should be placed on unity within our national 
borders, even though racial differences cannot be wished away in the twinkling 
of an eye. 


As long as our economy was small and isolated, we could afford "jcb reservation," 
But when, as the economyexpanded, more jobs were created in the cities along with 
that expansion, the movement of blacks to the cities became a bigger problem, 

The theory of "homelands" which was presented in support of the apartheid idea 
suffered shipwreck, 


When looked at more closely, the idea that minerals can be used as a political 
weapon in the same way others have employed the "weapon of oil" also turns out 
to be wishful thinking. The economy of the entire world is so complicated that 
mutual dependency is more heavily stressed than isolation even here. 


Quite complicated problems cannot be brushed aside with simple solutions. The 
anachronistic call for "white resistance," the so-called liberal opinion that the 
masses are always right and, part and parcel of the former, the RP's [Republican 
Party] stubborn insistence on its status as a "white party" are such solutions. 
However, the clumsy system involving different levels of government (of which the 
third was ignored in any case) and the call for a single-party dictatorship, or 
even rule by an individual despot, also fall into that category. 
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Since the blacks’ standard of living has improved, the dissemination of informa- 
tion also made the problem of unemployment more conspicuous and an increase in the 
number of jobs is prevented by monopolistic control commissions, the training of 
the blacks to assume the status of citizens of equal standing with equal freedom 
to make decisions should at least have made progress. But SWAPO has retained 

the same arguments it presented three years ago in all these areas. 


Let the question--whether the presence of Cuban troops Angola, the assembling 
of the UN's peace detachment and the nature of the supervisory bodies can prevent 
another election--remain undecided. The Walvis Bay harbor may also still have a 
part to play in that connection. But one fact remains, and that is that the 
whites in this country must remove the suspicion with which they are regarded by 
practical accomplishments and emphasizing the existence of a community of inter- 
ests. For example, control commissions are often regarded as "bastions for the 
protection of apartheid," 


Agreement on the future statute will show how much of a community of interests 
can exist on the basis of "freedom and (genuine) democracy." If the DTA 
finally--although rather belatedly--worries about getting rid of ethnicity, it 
will be most welcome, It is hoped that they will give some thought to the 
number of "small'' problems which have accumulated in the last few years. It is 
hoped that they will finally perceive that a clumsy system with various levels 
of government may just bring about the idea that apartheid comes in through the 
back door and SWAPO can bring too many (superfluous) arguments into the field. 
The less legal ethnicity we have the better it will be for everybody. Finally, 
the DTA should make use of the time remaining before the election for the 
purpose of governing. The fact is that a good government could be re-elected. 
There is enough time remaining between now and 1982 to clear away the prevailing 
pessimism,

IMPRIMATUR FOR PLAN--Windhoek--Swapo, the frontline States, and Nigeria, as well as 
Kenya, have accepted in principl« the five nation Western contact group's constitu- 
ional guidelines for SWA/Namibian independence, according to a telex message re- 
ceived in Windhoek from Swapo in Lusaka. At the same time, the group called for a 
date of implementation of United Nations resolution 435 to be decided at the earli- 
est possible opportunity. The African group's concurrence with the Western consti- 
tutional guide has cleared the way for the beginning of the second phase of the 
Western peace initiative, pending acceptance by South Africa and the other politi- 
cal parties of SWA/Namibia. In their response to the Western plan, Swapo and the 
African States propose an electoral system after independence based on universal 
adult suffrage by secret ballot without fear of intimidation. Every citizen would 
have the right to vote, put up a candidate and campaign for election. The document, 
formulated in Lusaka and conveyed to the Western group, does not mention provision 
of regional second-tier authorities, as do the Western principles. It provides for 
the elections of local councils only.

[Text] Much is said, and very well said, on the historical--even cultural--motiva- 
tions of Senegambia. 


Undoubtedly, we cannot undo history, but we can correct it. And what historians 
will retain in the Senegambian recreation process is the behavior and attitude of 
the Senegalese and the Gambians. Every step in the process expresses the signifi- 
cance of the measure and the profound democratic sentiments of the protagonists. 
The profound cries of the Gambian people for the immediate integration of the two 
brotherly peoples along the banks of the Gambian river has echoed all over the rest 
of Africa. An enthusiastic expression of their desire for unity, it disproves the 
accusation that the Senegalese Army was a bully--oh irony--presented as an undis- 
ciplined soldier drunk with blood and with death. 


Here we are now. The people of Gambia themselves have given evidence and have ex- 
pressed their gratefulness. If presidents Abdou Diouf and Dawda Jawara have felt, 
not without joy, the perfect consent of their peoples to their historic July 1981 
acts, they have also learned to keep their heads. As men of principles and reason, 
they know from experience that durable things are not done in haste and that the 
most laudable intentions, more than any others, require more care and precaution, 
because of the legitimacy and the hopes they are subjected to. 





Be deciding not to force destiny, but to begin step by step from the beginning, 
presidents Diouf and Jawara have taught the world a lesson of wisdom and of democracy. 
They know that if even these peoples are united, their land one and their interests 
inseparable, there is a division opened by Europe which has succeeded in moulding 
attitudes, creating men with differences which must necessarily be harmonized 

if the dream of integration is to become a reality. This is what one can well call 
"achieving the ideal by taking the realities into account." 


We are very far from the politics of Anschluss established by nazi Germany and 


perpetrated with fury by the tutors of those who criticize Abdou Diouf's action 
on the restoration of republican legitimacy in Gambia. 
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Today, a page is closed and a new chapter on the exciting history of Senegambia is 
written. After the stage of the necessary military intervention aimed at safeguard- 
ing our threatened liberties and our sovereignty comes the stage--not less important 
-~of the illumination o* a common future for the peoples of Senegal and Gambia. The 
process as it has been defined in the document which the heads of state of the two 
countries solemnly signed, is largely satisfactory. In the words of a fellow 
countryman, henceforth nothing will be as before: the great step forward which has 
just been made, and which marks the birth of the Senegambian confederation consti- 
tutes--in this Africa which seems to be cursed in its most noble endeavors--proof of 
the fact that everything is possible once the political desire exists and the leaders 
and their peoples know how to bury their grave differences and unite in order to 
achieve what is essential. 


To Africa, the most important thing during this 20th century, which is full of wor- 
ries and uncertainties, is the construction of solid and interdependent economies 
beginning with areas where our mini-states constitute natural elements. 


Taking delight in a sort of exaggerated partriotism or in a kind of cultural tribal- 
ism which limits rather than strengthens their power of activity, the African nations 
run the risk of missing their appointment with history and with destiny. This is 
also one of the great lessons to be drawn from t*e historical and courageous acts 

of presidents Abdou Diouf and Dawda Jawara.

[Text] The special adviser tc the amir of Kuwait, ‘Abd al-Rahman Salim al-'‘Atigi, 
arrived in Dakar this afternocn by a special flight at the head of a large delegation. 
He is to deliver a message frem the amir of Kuwait to the head of state. He was 
welcomed by Ousmane Seck, minister of economy and finance, and Moustapha Cisse, 
special adviser to the president of the republic. At the airport, ‘Abd al-Rahman 
Salim al-'‘Atiqi disclosed the following to (Ould Baga): 


{Begin recording] [Question] After serving as the minister of finance and oil for 
several years with his majesty the amir of Kuwait, you stand out as one of the 
greatest partisans of cooperation between Senegal and Kuwait. The historic visit 
of President Abdou Diouf to your beautiful country took place very recently, and 

we would like to know how cooperation between our two countries is faring. 


[Answer; in Arabic followed by French translation] In reality, the relations be- 
tween Kuwait and Senegal are those of friendship and frateruity, and have continued 
to develop for several years. Added to these are the bonds of friendship which 
exist between His Royal Highness Prince Jabir al-Ahmad al-Sabah, the amir of Kuwait; 
and His Excellency President Abdou Diouf. The two of them have put these special 
bonds of friendship to the service of their two countries. This is why cooperation 
between Kuwait and Senegal has continued to increase each day. Today, I am per- 
sonally happy to have the honor and privilege to visit Senegal for the first time 

on the occasion of he inauguration of the Senegal-Kuwait Bank, which constitutes 

a landmark in the economic and financial cooperation between our two countries. 


After the Senegalese head of state's visit to Kuwait and Libya, I have come hee 
today to deliver an important message from Prince Jabir al-Ahmad al-Sabah to his 
brother and friend, His Excellency President Abdou Diouf. He is the one to re- 
veal the contents, but I can say that it bears on the development and the strength- 
ening of the bonds of friendship and solidarity which exist between Kuwait and 
Senegal, as well as the strengthening of the cooperation between the two peoples 
and their mutual interest.

IMPROVEMENTS ON PRASLIN REPORTED

[Text] 


Amitié, Praslin, Friday Octo- 
ber 30, 1987. LIFE goes on 
as normal at the airsirp, 
with the Aijir Seychelles 
planes making their routine 
trips carrying passengers to 
and from Mahé. 


But for visitors stepping 
out of the plane, one thing is 
certain as they start admi- 
ring the natural beauty oi 
the place — the island is 
living through a drought pe- 
riod. 


The short drive from the 
airstrip to the main read 


raises clouds of dust, but dri- 
ving towards Grand’Anse. a 
levelled and _ well-surfaced 
tarmac road greets the visi- 
tors. 


The surfacing of the road 
has just been completed, and 
iS just one sign ihat the Gov- 
ernment is putting a lot of ef- 
fort and energy into develop- 
ing the island. 


Next to the Praslin Craft 
Centre opposite the airstrip’s 
entrance, new buildings are 
going up, where the smoking 
and salting of fish will _ be 


done. Ber! 


It is still dry and hot, and 
one is forced to inquire 
about the water situation on 
the island. Its it always dry 
on Praslin, and do the Pras- 
linois have enough water to 
drink and for other uses ? 


In fact the answer is. that 
they have enough water, but 
this year the annual drought 
on Praslin is particularly se- 
vere. This has emphasised 
the urgent need to finc sour- 
ces of water more reliable 
than the surface streams. 


The water distribution patterm of the island is quite simple. The Vallée de Mai 
system provides water for Baie Ste Anne and another branch goes towards Grand’ Anse. 
The Salazie system provides water for Céte d‘Or and the area around the Paradise 
Hotel and will eventually move on to Anse la Blague and to Baie Ste. Anne. The 
Anse Kerlan system supplies the Sadeco farm and Amitié. 


But in all these systems watre becomes scarce during the drought period, especially 
this year. 


How is this problem bheing tackled by the Seychellas Water Authority and what does 
it plan to do? 
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in direct response to the 
severe drought this year, the 
Water Authority is now carry- 
ing out an extensive drilling 
programme to __ investigate 
groundwater reserves on the 
island. Over the last two 
months a total of 16 holes 
ranging in depth from eight 
to 20 metres have been sunk 
by one of the Authority’s two 
drilling rigs in the coastal 
plateau areas of Praslin. One 
of the rigs is now working at 
Amiué. 

The next stage will be to 
Carry out pumping tests on 
the most promising wells to 
determine the characteristics 
of the water-holding aquifer. 


However, to be able to pre- 
dict the »mount of water that 
can be abstracted for con- 
sumption without drawing 
salt water from the coast, 
the water levels in the wells 
have to oe measured for an 
extended period. So even 
with all those activities there 
wil! be no vast improvement 
in the water supply imme 
diately. 


A large capital investment 
will be needed for the 
pumps, pipework, treatment 
and storage’ tanks, and 
funds are being sought by 
the Ministry of Planning and 
Development. 


In fact for the whole water 
system of Praslin the sum of 
R. 31 million is needed and 
apart from drilling, money 
wil] be used to treat the ex- 
isting system, the replace- 
ment of pipe lines and the 


construction and renovation 
of dams for storage. 


WHOLESOME SUPPLY 


With proper treatment and 

blending with surface sour- 
“ces, the Seychelles Water 

Authority is confident that 
groundwater will produce a 
whclesome supply accepta- 
bie to ail. The dissolved salts 
present in groundwater, but 
absent from surface water, 
are recognised as being be 
neficial to health. 

Eventually, as development 
and the associated water 
demand increase, the 
stream and groundwater ab- 
stractions will not be suffi- 
cient to meet requirements 
and large reservoirs will have 
to be built to store water for 
the drought period. 


The out-station service of 
the Ministry of Planning and 
Development for Praslin (Dis- 
trict Engineer's department), 
with limited funds, is carry- 
ing out a number of minor 
works which will alleviate 
some of the water shertage 


probiems. 

On the plateau of Anse la 
Blague, a wel] has been dug 
by hand and a hand pump 
supplied with Australian as- 
sistance has been installed. 
The well produces good 
drinking water for the 30 hou- 
ses among the trees of the 
Anse la Blague slope. 


MAJOR SUCCESS 


Although some villagers 
have to walk some way to 
draw their water from. the 
well, it has proved a major 
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success. The water is much 
better than that of a small 
Stream which turned muddy 
in the drought period. A simi- 
lar well has been commis: 
sioned by. a private farmer at 
3rand. Anse for irrigation. 


Many other water improve- 
ment projects are also being 
Carried out, for instance the 
decaying pipework is being 
replaced at Grand’Anse and 
the river intakes are being 
improved. 


The Salazie barrage, which 
supplies Céte daOr, is being 
renovated and a trunk main 
and distribution pipes are be- 
ing laid to Supply the new 
Housing Corporation devel- 
opment there. 


Until such time as a relia- 
bie treated water system to 
supply tne whole or Prasiin 
has been burt, the Seycnel- 
les Water Authority urges 
the public to conserve water 
and report on leaks and wast- 


‘age. Also wherever possible, 


irrigation water should not 
be drawn from the _ public 
system. 


The cheapest way of pro- 
viding irrigation water is by 
Sinking a well to within three 
to four metres of the ground 
surface and abstracting the 
water by a small petro] or 
diesel pump. Ail private ab- 
stractions, whether from sur- 
face or underground sour- 
ces, will of course need to 
be licensed and licences are 
available from the Rivers 
Board at Unity House. 


This licensing is required 
Su that an overall check can 








be made on resource exploi- 


tation. Even with irrigation, 
where some water returns to 
the groundwater table 
through percolation there is 
a danger of drawing salt 


water from the coast. If this 
happens, damage to agricul- 
ture may occur and it could 
be several years before the 
groundwater becomes fresh 
again. 


The current investigations 
will give an assessment of 
groundwater available, arid 
the licensing system will in- 
dicate the '‘ikely consump- 
tion. A balanced control can 
then be made between sup- 
ply and demand. 


Driving along the road to 
visit the island’s natural 
beauty spots and see the va- 
rious development projects, 
one cannot fail to notice the 
state of Praslin’s roads. 


From the entrance of the 
airstrip to Baie Ste. Anne jet- 
ty, the road is tarmacked — 
part of it, next to the airstrip, 
done only recently. 


ACCESS ROADS 
On Praslin a good stretch

of road has not been surfa- 
ced, but the priority here is 
to provide easy access roads 
to all parts of the island so 
as to develop it. 


Witn tnis as the main aim, 
the Baie Ste. Anne to Conso- 
lation road nas ajmost been 
compieted and, according to 
the district engineer for 
Praslin, Mr. Casey Pereira, 
in a month's. time vehicles 
will be able to travel from 
Baie Ste. Anne to Grand’ 
Anse via Anse Consolation. 


From Baie Ste. Anne to the 
Chateau de Feui! 3s_ Hotel, 
the road has been widened 
and surfaced and from the 
hotel to Anse Marie Louise 
the road has aiso been im- 
proved and widened. 


From Anse Marie Louise to 
Consolation where only a 
jootpath existed in the past, 
there is now a motorable 
road with very little levelling 
left to be done. 


Anyone who has not been 
here recently will be sur- 


prised to see how the big 
boulders which characterise 
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the area have been overcome 
using very little equipment. 


Elsewhere on the island 
most of the dirt roads are be- 
ing widened — the Céte d'Or 
road, for instance, is being 
filled up and widened. 


Since water pipes will in 
future have to pass under the 
roads, they are being laid 
now. Mr. Pereira explained 
that they did not want to do 
the road and then break it up 
again to lay water pipes, as 
often happened in the past. 


Although present funds do 
not allow for the surfacing of 
all roads on Praslin, all the 
steep siopes and dangerous 
bends will be surfaced. 


With the completion of the 
Baie Ste Anne-Consolation 
link, Praslin now has a road 
almost round the island with 
only a gap of some 800 me- 
tres left to be done in the 
Mont Plaisir-Newcome area. 


The improvements to both 
the water and road systems 
are Cleary making life much 
better for the people of Pras- 
lin.

GOVERNMENT PROBE OF SLLC REPORTED 
Not a Registered Union

(Text) The Commissioner of Labour, Mr Leonard E. Johnson has told the Taju-Deen 
Commission of inquiry set up to look into the activities of the Sierra Leone Labour 
Congress and to make recommendations to the Government, that the Congress was not a 
registered Trade Union. 


He was the first witness to give evidence when the Commission opened at the Parlia- 
ment Building on Monday. 


Led in evidence by Acting Senior State Counsel, Mr Amadu Tejansie, Mr Johnson said 
the Labour Congress was a Central Trade Union Organisation and since the first Cen- 
tral Trade Union Organisation was formed in 1946, it had not been the practice for 
the organisation to be registered. 


He told the Commission that a Trade Union should be registered before commencing 
activities. 


The Labour Commissioner said the Congress was recognised by the Government as a 
spokesman for workers on national level but not a competent body to netogiate for 
workers in the Trade Group Council. 


Mr Jolinson told the Commission that he was appointed Commissioner of Labour in 1978 
and his duties include responsibility for the professional Division of the Ministry 
of Labour, principal adviser to Government on Labour matters and all matters relat- 
ing to Labour administration covering the whole country. 


He outlined the duties of labour administration which he said involved relations 
with Trade Unions Employers Federation, and the relationship between workers and 


employers. 


Speaking on the relationship between his Ministry and the S.L.L.C. he said it was 
cordial. At times they advised them on industrial unrest and tried to get Congress 
to cooperate rather than involved in confrontation. 
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Mr Johnson told the Commission that before workers went on strike, they had to go 
by the Trade Group Council Regulations which state that they should give 21 days 


notice. 


The witness said on August 24 this year he received a letter from the J.abour Con- 
gress stating that they were going to withhold Labour on September 1, this year 
since Government failed to implement the first of their negotiations. 


Answering questions from the Commissioner if at a‘l the strike did take place, the 
witness replied in the affirmative. The Commissioner of Labour said that it was 
illegal for Congress to call a strike. 


In his opening address, the Chairman of the Commission, Justice M.O. Taju-Deen out- 
lined the terms of reference of the commission. 


He said that the inquiry was to look into the activities of the Sierra Leone Labour 
Congress and to make recommendations to government. Justice Taju-Deen assured mem- 
bers of the public that the Commission was not set up to try and convict Trade 
Unionist as is being rumoured and appealed to witnesses to come forward. 


He warned that any person trying to disrupt the Commission would be severely dealth 
with. 


Strike Explained

[Text] The President of the Sierra Leone Labour Congress, Mr. Ibrahim Langley, has 
told the Taju-Deen Commission that a government prepared statement calling off the 

September 1 strike was never made public by Congress because of disagreement within 
the executive over the timing of the release. 


Led in evidence by Senior State Counsel, Mr. Ahmadu Tejansie, Mr. Langley said that 
following a series Of meetings between government, and their executive on a number 
of proposals put forward by Congress, tripatite Committee of Congress, Government 
and the Employers Federation was formed and scheduled to start meeting at Parlia- 


ment Building on September 8. 


He said that after agreement had been reached on the formation of the special com- 
mittee, a release was prepared by government to inform the public about the nego- 
tiations, which was certified and signed by their Secretary General. 


Mr. Langley told the Commission that Congress backed out from one of these meetings 
as it felt the government was using delaying tactics and had failed to implement a 


number of its proposals. 


Mr. Langley maintained that Congress was a legal constituted Central Trade Union 
organisation having been formally inaugurated in 1976 by the President, and advo- 
cated for all its affiliate unions.

The seismic vessel, M/V T. W. Nelson, arrived in Freetown on Wednesday for an ex- 
ploration survey lasting three months. The vessel did an off-shore seismic survey 
of 2,500 kilometre of offshore area last year. 


The survey is a highly sophisticated method of determining the boundary between 
different rock layers in the sub-surface of the earth. 


The survey's findings will assist geophysicists and geologists in identifying areas 
where hydrocarbons accummulation exists. Seismic work is one of the major methods 

used by the oil industry in its search for areas which appear sufficiently promis- 

ing the drilling of a wildcat well. 


The findings of the current survey will be processed in Mobil's giant computer 
centre Dallas, Texas. 


A special invited group of personalities have visited the vessel as it berthed at 
the port. 


The group were received on board by the survey manager, Mr. James Krall and Mr. 
Eku Lake, consultant Mobil Exploration (S.L.) Incorporated.

[Text] Is it not rather coincidental that while the government instituted inquiry 
on the labour Congress is going on under the chairmanship of Justice Taju-Deen, an- 
other union is under fire, I mean red hot fire. 


The union in question is the Sierra Leone National Seamen Union, which caters for 
article seamen. 


This Union is wholly and solely responsible for the articled seamen while they are 
on board ships plying the entire world under different flags ranging from British 
to even the small but richly owned Arab states. 


But that is besides the point, I want to bring to your notice dear readers. 


Last week, I had cause to attend a meeting which was summoned by a work-Group com- 
prising responsible and old articled seamen of the union which was held at the 
Cline Town Club. 


I must confess that the meeting could be described as one of the most peaceful 
meetings ever held by groups of people who protest against the handling of their 
affairs by their union. 


Bravo gentlemen or better still well done our seamen ambassadors! 

You may ask why the meeting. 

The complaints and allegations of the 400 plus, articled seamen who attended the 
meeting are sufficient enough to send any right thinking individual to start think- 
ing and very seriously too about what is going on in the articled seamen union. 


Do you know that Sierra Leonean seamen are about the lowest paid in terms of wages 
onboard ships in Africa? 


Do you know that the main reason why our seamen are in great demand in many ships 


in the world is that apart from their skills, their wages are too small compared 
to others in the same profession? 
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Do you know that their Union is charged wich misappropriation which could run into 
thousands of Leones? 


These are some of the many burning issues which dealt with at great depth at the 
Cline Town meeting held by the articled seamen of this country. 


In a very moving and powerful contribution, the Chairman of the meeting Mr Amadu 
Kallay who has been an articled seaman for well over 10 years, confessed that they 
were been "sold to foreign ships and foreign nations as “slaves” because their 
Union has failed woefully to negotiate and upgrade their conditions of service. 


"We are now fully prepared to fight for our rights through constitutional means-- 
elections", he emphasised. 


He explained in details about their wages structure and that if the ordinary Sierra 
Leonean would know the facts, he would always pity them as they risk their lives to 
earn a living which has been sold cheaply to foreign nationals and shipping 
agencies. 


Mr Amadu Kallay charged the Union of making "fake" audited accounts which is full 
with many irregularities. 


He also claimed that the collects more than Le3,000 as monthly dues from seamen 
who are onboard ships without receipts and even the ordinary membership cards. 


"This behaviour of the union could be described as a group of people who are only 
interested in the financial aspects of their clandestine activities without any 
regard to simple trade Union regulations and practice", he added. 


In his contribution, Mr Jacobs Musa said that government does not know the suffer- 
ing and sacrifices of the articled seamen in foreign ships. 


He said it was not the government's fault as their union and some certain big guns 
in the shipping companies have presented a very ugly and unfair picture to them 
(the government). ) 


He disclosed that with all the heavy subscriptions which they make to their Union, 
the retiring benefit of a seaman is not only riduculous and scandalous but down- 
right effontery. 


"Could you imagine that after 25 years service, one seaman Thomas Bundu was only 
given Le26 (Twenty-six Leones) as his retiring benefits"? 


"Could you also imagine that after 20 years a seaman was given just Le20 as re- 
tiring benefits"? 


Mr Musa said that these are some tips from the iceberg which they are ready to 
give when the time comes for an inquiry, but added that all they needed now was a 
simple general election to determine whether the seamen are satisfied with their 
Union or not. 


He said that no reasonable seaman would say yes, because the Union has tied them 
down to many ugly inhuman conditions of service which have made the Sierra Leonean 


seaman a mere laughing stock on board ships.

[Interview with Democratic Front for the Salvation of Somalia [DFSS] officials 
Abd al-SalaamSamatur, Ahmad Usman Umar and Ahmad Ismail, by unidentified interviewer 
--live or recorded] 


[Excerpts] [Interviewer] The U.S. Defense Department declared recently that it 
would carry out military exercises in some regions, which include Somalia, the lead- 
ers of those countries [presumably ones participating in the exercise] publicly 
agreed that American troops could use their territories and, on 14 November, the 
first contingent of this exercise force arrived as expected. Abd al-Salaam, what 

in your opinion, is America’s aim in this issue? 


[Abd al-Salaam Samatur] Well, the aim of the United States in this issue is a clear 
one. It is not anything that will benefit the peoples of those regions. Its pur- 
pose is to stifle the peoples independence, repress their dignity, their interests 
and their livelihoods. It is a ploy used to strengthen repressive regimes. U.S. 
troops are to be used as a weapon against the peoples of these countries. 


We are all aware that these maneuvers are taking place where the Americans already 
have bases, contrary to the will of the peoples of those areas. We are aware that 
these exercises are currently taking place in Egypt and that they will later be 

held in Oman, Somalia and other Gulf states. It is too early to comment about the 
(2effects) of these exercises but one can predict a big danger for the region, the 

_ peoples, the whole of Africa, the Middle East and for the peace, freedom and progress- 
loving people. 


This is a move which we condemn tonight. It is a move which we will fight against, 
to defend and protect our people, our country, our dignity, our future and our 
independence from the barrel of the gun, in the name of the Democratic Front for 
the Salvation of Somalia [DFSS] and in compliance with the policies of the front 
and as our sacred national duty. 


We call on all Somalis listening to us this evening, wherever they may be, to 
know of this (?sacred) responsibility and execute it immediately, in view of this 


new and great threat to our very existence. 


[Interviewer] Thank you very much, Abd al-Salaam. Now, fighter Ahmad Usman, what 
is your opinion of the whole situation? 
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[Ahmad Usman Umar] As Abd al-Salaam has indicated, the American interest in con- 
ducting these exercises is to safeguard and prolong the life of unpopular and fal- 
tering regimes, so as to create more suffering and problems for the peoples. 


[Interviewer] Fighter Shabell [not previously identified but presumably referring 
to Ahmad Ismail] What do you think? 


[Shabell] As stated by Abd al-Salaam and Ahmad Usman, it has always been the tac- 
tics of imperialism to stifle the struggles of people for freedom, self-determination 


and social progress. 


This military exercise they call Red Star or Bright Star--whatever the name may be-- 
is certainly a Black Star in this region, because it is one that will destroy the 
sovereignty and dignity of the participating countries. The Americans always claim 
to be protecting the peoples ‘we like and who are our friends", but the truth is 
they are only following their own selfish interests. In actual fact, the United 
States is trying to eliminate the sovereignty and threaten the security of these 
peoples in order to safeguard its interests in the Gulf, for example, the oil routes 
which are a source of great wealth and profit. 


What we are saying is that the DFSS and the Somali people have for a long time been 
lacking a leadership to steer their struggle against all the problems posed by 
imperialist, especially the United States, to wage the. (?war) against these threats. 


[Interviewer] Fighter Shabell do you suppose that in view of the current East-West 
arms rivalry, which has seen war clouds gathering over the whole world, the Americans 
are trying to start a war far from their own soil and involve other people and coun- 
tries in conflict? 


[Shabell] Other wars in history have proved this. For example, the fascist war 
started by Hitler was not started in his own country. However, it [the United States] 
is blinding itself to the havoc it has caused in Europe with its massive deployment 
of nuclear weapons in Europe. I*t is unaware that the world will do anything in its 
power to defend its security, and the United States should know that in case a war 
breaks out, it will be dragged into the conflict and that the war will even take 
place on American soil. 


[Interviewer] Fighter Ahmad Usman, would you like to add anything? 


[Ahmad Usman Umar] As has been explained by Shabell, the American mentality is to 
start a war far from its soil so that it experiences no major problems, but the 
truth is nobody can escape from the weapons existing today. So the United States 

is only trying to manipulate small countries and use them as storage depots for its 
weapons and as springboards for its wars. However, these depots are known and the 
whole world knows the places where even a single U.S. bullet is stored. So America 
cannot escape any coming war--it will take part in it. It will not remain detached. 


Our advice to the peoples whose countries are being used as bases for U.S. maneuvers 


is to refuse and to demonstrate against such plots by enemies who threaten the 
whole world, especially our Horn of Africa region and the Gulf. 
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[Interviewer] Going back to my question [What benefit will an American influence 
bring to the country?] Why should this issue pose a danger to the sovereignty and 
independence of the people, fighter Shabell? 


[Shabell} There is no doubt that this will pose a grave danger to the sovereignty, 
independence and integrity of the Somali people since a stronger, imperialist force 
will be conducting a military exercise there. This is an indication that the Somali 
people will always be ignorant about their rights to enjoy their independence in the 
way they choose. Their sovereignty, will, therefore, also be at stake. 


Let me give you an example: One day, I asked dictator Siad why American imperialism 
is being allowed to have a base in our country. The reply he gave me was: We need 
people to safeguard our sovereignty for their existence and independence. It is a 
known fact. It is not a question of calling in Americans to safeguard Somali's 
sovereignty and independence. What we can say, therefore, is that this ia tactic 
used by Siad to continue his dictatorshir and to continue repressing the Somali 
people. A tactic he is using to stifle liberation struggles, nationalistic struggles 
and [w rd indistinct] struggles. He wants to trample on the values of Islam. He 
wants to continue using his disastrous economic policies in order to control the 
people. 


[Interviewer] Thank you fighter Shabell. Tell me what is the cause of this action 
-~-the idea of allowing foreign troops on ones soil to misuse it and to be allowed 
to stay as long as they wish, fighter Ahmad Usman? 


{Ahmad Usman Umar] It is only a shocking regime that allows such an action, a regime 
that has been hated by its people, a regime that has lost respect everywhere. It 

is only such regimes which call on foreign forces for help. It is unheard of in 
history for a regime of this kind to survive for long. Vietnam is an example. 

There were 500,000 Americans there and they all left. 


[Interviewer] Is it not true that Mohamed Siad Barre and his henchmen have been 
forced to do what they are doing? Is there no Somali police force or Somali army to 
safeguard the sovereignty and internal security of Somalia today? My question is 
that is such security forces do exist, why are they not trusted and why have the 
American troops been called to undertake national duties fit to be undertaken only 
by the Somali army or police? 


[Abd al-Salaam Samatur] The answer is simply because they are not trusted, because 
they themselves are fed up and are on stand-by to liberate their people from Siad 
Barre and his henchmen. I want to repeat that no American force or any other for- 
eign force can stop the struggle going on in the country. No one can stop the 
armed and political struggle being waged by all the Somali people. To quote an 
Arab saying: No onecanstop a people who have resolved to rebel--there is no way

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CONFRONTATION BETWEEN BOTHA, BUSINESS FAILS TO MATERIALIZE

NOTHING came of the predicted confrontation 
between business leaders and the Prime Minis- 
ter, Mr Botha. 

A confrontation which some Progfed media were 
doing everything possible to encourage. — 

The truth, of course, is that business leaders are 
not prone to get involved in angry arguments 
with Prime Ministers. 

If they did, they wouldn’t get far — and in any 
case, it would have been the height of bad man- 
ners to accept invitations to a conference such as 
the one arranged by the Prime Minister and then 
square up to him — which is what the PFP 
mouthpiece, the Rand Daily Mail, suggested they 
would do. 

Not that business leaders held back on criticisms 
they wished to voice, but the conference was held 
in a positive :tmosphere. 

So much so that the Prime Minister was able to 
say afterwards that it was characterised by “con- 
structiveness.” 

He was impressed by the response shown by the 
delegates and the wide range of interests rep- 
resented. “I go home tonight a happy man.” 


A man like Dr Anton Rupert was high in his praise 
of the conference, regarding it as the most sig- 
nificant yet held. 

Mr Oppenheimer, while noting that business lead- 
ers had been generally disappointed ai the slow- 
ness of change, said the conference had created 
hope that the Prime Minister’s process of change 
would continue. 

What he had seen and heard from the National 
Party Government amouated to “enormous 
change in South Africa which was never contem- 
plated 10 years ago.” | 

It is something not many people realise, we feel, 
when they talk of “cosmetic” changes. 

Mr Botha pledged his Government to continue “es- 


sential reforms in the economic, constitutional 
and social spheres” and stressea tnat ne would 


not shrink from carrying out his duties as he saw 
them. 

The Government, he made it clear, was serious in 
its determination “to secure effective political 
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participation for all,” but this would be based on 
self-determination, with co-responsibility in mat- 
ters of common concern. 

If Mr Botha did not spell out specific reforms, it 
may have been because the Government, 
the report of the President’s Council, has not yet 
formulated its programme. 

However, although businessmen are interested in 
reform, and especially in the removal of discrimi- 
nation, the greater mobility of workers, and bet- 
ter housing and greater educational opportu- 
nities for Blacks, it is not so much the political 
aspects that concern them as the economic plans 
of the Government. ; 

In this regard, Mr Botha was able to give details of 
the decentralisation scheme which he mooted at 
the Cariton indaba. 

Incentives to businessmen to move to deconcen- 
tration points and industrial development points 
could cost R100-million and will be put into effect 
from April 1. 

Decentralisation makes sense, provided it is not 
going to harm exsisting metropolitan areas and 
provided, as Mr Oppenheimer says, it is economi- 
cally sound, “otherwise the cost to the country 
will be so great as to be entirely unacceptable.” 

Another important development is the Govern- 
ment’s acceptance of the essential principles of 
the Viljoen committee’s report, which recom- 
mends sweeping reforms in the housing policy 
for urban Blacks. 


How all this works out remains to be seen, but 
there is no doubt that the period of hiatus since 
the Carlton conference is coming to an end — and 
a period of action is about to begin. 

There will not be dramatic changes overnight. It 
takes time for decentralisation to make any im- 
pact, for a development bank to get off the 
ground, for the small businesses that are so 
much favoured by men like Dr Rupert to be. 
funded in sufficient numbers, and for a Constel- 
lation of States to be more than just a drawing- 
board concept. 

However, the stage has been set for important de- 
velopments — and for further dialogue between 
the Government and the private sector. 


The Prime Minister dubbed this week’s meeting 
the Good Hope conference, but this description 
will only be meaningful if the developments 
sketched by the Prime Minister are fully support- 
ed by the private sector. 

As for the Prime Minister, he is stil] (as Mr Oppen- 
heimer says) on his reformist course. 

Good Hope will be a true slogan in his case only if 
his reforms are substantial, visible, satisfying to 
all sections, and capable of ensuring the peaceful 
development of the country. 

The signs are favourable. 

All it needs is for change to come about within a 
sufficient time span to avoid the dahgers of a 
racial confrontation— the only kiad of confronta- 
tion that can blight this country’s future. 
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TRANSVAAL NATIONALIST PARTY LEADER MAY BE IN TROUBLE

/Text/ The storm around the reported secret meeting in which supporters of 

Dr Andries Treurnicht, the Transvaal leader of the Nationalist Party, are believed 
to have planned a dressing down of certain Transvaal ministers has politicians astir 
on the eve of the Transvaal Nationalist Party congress. 


According to rumors the secret meeting took place during the last week of the past 
parliamentary meeting in Capetown. The rumors about the meeting became known this 
week in a report carried in the Pretoria evening newpaper HOOFSTAD with which 

Dr Treurnicht has close ties. In an interview with this newspaper Dr Treurnicht 
branded these assertions as “reprehensible insinuations." But in other Transvaal 
Nationalist circles it is being maintained that such a meetina did indeed take place. 


A new turn in the controversy has come up as a result of statements made by Dan van 
der Merwe, the MP for Rissik and a strong supporter of Dr Treurnicht, who on the 
evening before last, during a report-back meeting in Dr Treurnicht's constituency, 
made a sharp attack on the peapie “who are piaaaeted to liquidate Dr Treurnicht and 
to get him out of politics." 


High Opinion 


Van der Merwe who appeared along with Thomas Langley, the MP for Waterkloof, and 

Dr Treurnicht, said that the Transvaal leader and his supporters have now had enough 
from people who are continuously “making sneak attacks upon him for the purpose of 
putting him in an embarrassing situation." He said that Dr Treurnicht and his people 
are tired of sneaky philosophers, writers, planners and politicians. 


Yesterday, in an interview with DIE BURGER's correspondent in Bloemfontein, Van der 
Merwe said: "My experience in the time that I have known Dr Treurnicht is that men 
of principle have a high opinion of him, even though they differ with him. His 

strong supporters are men of principle, and men of principle are scarce these days." 


"People who lack principles are not supporting him and during all these years they 
have been making him the target of their attacks." 


When Dr Treurnicht was subjected to such things (even though this was under the 
greatest provocation) he always continued to promote party unity. However, some of 
his supporters think that Dr Treurnicht has been tired of such people for too long 
and there comes a time when one has to say: So far and no further."

/Text/ Bloemfontein--Misgivings as to whether Ciskei will still become independent 
on 4 December have been voiced here by Chief Lennox Sebe, the chief minister of 


Ciskei. He is very unhappy over the consolidation proposals which were made known 
last week. 


Chief Sebe was in Bloemfontein a few days ago where he attended celebration intended 
for Ciskei's attainment of independence. 


The recently announced plan to add 81,000 hectares of land to Ciskei is “a last straw" 
according to Chief Sebe. We have now reached the point where the question of whether 
all of this is worth the trouble will have to be answered.” This is what he told 

to a representative of DIE BURGER. 


Elsewhere the plan has been termed as a breakthrough and has already been approved by 
the cabinet. However, Chief Sebe is of the opinion that it is not comprehensive 
enough.

Chief Sebe said that the independence of Ciskei is a serious matter. A memorandum in 
which his government sets forth clearly its viewpoint on the additional land and 
other matters is on its way to Prime Minister P. W. Botha. 


His people are "not at all" happy with the plan. “My people are dissatisfied. I am 
just a servant of my people and if they are not for independence there will be no 
independence. I will certainly not accept independence on 4 December if that is not 
my people's desire.” 


Giving the land is good only in that it is being returned to the Ciskei. However, 
the giving of this land without credit accommodations is useless; it will degenerate 


into a desert. 


Consolidation without economic viability is useless to my people."

There is a great deal of unemployment in the Ciskei and he would rather see it come

The GAC was 
established in 1978 with the Econ- 
omic Development Corporation 
(EDC) and the Shangaan-Tsonga De- 
velopment Corporation (STOC) as 
shareholders to create and establish 
viable farming projects in Gazankulu. 

Each project is developed until it is 
self-sufficient. The EDC and STDC 
then withdraw and leave the enter- 
prise in the hands of trained locai 
farmers. 

This goal is already within reach at 
the Mariveni project where seven 
trained Black farmers: each work 9 ha 
of land. All cultivate cotton. They 
planned the crop and hired the 
labour. 

The Chief Minister. Professor Hud- 
son Ntsanwisi. says a net income of 
RS 000 a year is viabie. The average 
income of the Mariveni cotton farm- 
ers is R7 213 after meeting costs. 

White farmers nearby grew 2,1 
tons of cotton per hectare. Mariveni's 
Black farmers reaped 2.9 tons per 
hectare. 

The nine projects in Gazankulu are 
managed separately and were set up 
after thorough research to determine 
which crops were best suited. Each 
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project has a White manager and 
one or more Black section managers. 

Plaasbelasting — the first and old- 
est project — consists of four farms 
where deciduous fruit. guavas, man- 
darins, cotton, maize and pumpkin 
are cultivated. The project also 
helps to raise stock for the South Af- 
rican market. About 350 people are 
employed on the project yearly and 
have a joint annual income of R135 
000 including rations. 


The Mariveni project on the south- 
ern banks of the Letaba River con- 
centrates on tobacco, cotton and po- 
tatoes. It is managed according to 
the GAC’s short. medium and long- 
term goals. 


The short-term goal is the creation 
of an infrastructure for agricultural 
produce and employment: the me- 
dium-term goal is the development of 
an energy centre into an economic 
unit, the training and promotion of 
potential Black farmers and the es- 
tablishment of farmers on economic 
units. 

Mariveni is already at the stage 
where it can start implementing the 


_ long-term goal — to develop farming 





units for management by the Shan- 
gaan-Tsonga farmers. 

The establishment of new projects 
is preceded by acquiring tribai lands 
through liaison committees which 
consult tribal chiefs and the Gazan- 


kulu Department of Agriculture and 
Forestry. 








WHITES ARE ACCUSED OF CREATING ROSY PICTURE

VERY LITTLE was written (ex- 
cept in the Afrikaans and Govern- 
ment supportive media) about the 
arts eisteddfod held in Roodepoort 
last month. 

According to all accounts it was a 
resounding success. But the unfor- 
tunate impression made on those 
for eign choirs that visited us is most 
damaging. This is particularly true 
if we have to believe the glorious 
picture painted about apartheid 
and life in Soweto by at least one 
member of the Welsh chor. 

One Welsh singer who called 
himself “Jones” has gone to extra 
ordinary lengths praising aparth eid 
and claiming how content and 
happy Sowetans are. 

There is a moral to the story. It 
first points to the dramatic effec- 
tiveness of window-dressing when 
people are taken on conducted 
tours. 

It also points to the hypocrisy of 
some South African whites who de- 
liberately create a rosy picture 
about our affairs when the truth is 
that things are far from sanguine. 

While we can understand the ea- 
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gerness of such whites to paint a 
good picture of the country, ther 
deliberate twisting of the truth may 
be comforting and lulling, but it’s 
dangerous. 

It must seem amazing to people 
abroad to read such glowing re 


ports of the country when there is 


almost a hymnal of hate about 
apartheid in general, and the op- 
pression of blacks in particula. 
This information from those at the 
festival, which appears to have 
been a major public relations exer- 
cise, should sound peculiar to ma- 
ses of people who have been hear- 
ing a completely different tune 
about things here. 

The trouble with some people is 
they desperately need to be lulled 
into complacency about a situation 
which is just crying to be resolved. 
It seems ridiculous to us for the 
Government, and a large section of 
the whites, to insist on convincing 
themselves that this country has no 
problems. Very soon something 
serious may just erupt and those 
who have been consoling them- 
seives will have a rude awakening. 


People who attack the evils of

this country are doing so because. 
they have nothing better to do. We 
all love this country and no sane 
person would like to see a violent 
disruption to his lifestyle. But there 
are basic issues, very serious issues, 
which are eating at the very souls of 
blacks. We do not have to go into 
the pass system, influx control, into 
bad pay and the dismal housing 
situation. 

We don’t even need to speak 
about the scandal of squatters in a. 
country that is inviting and en- 
couraging thousands of white 
emigrants. We need not speak 
about unemployment and lost job 


We hardly have to 
breathe about the forc ed homeland 
issue and the politics of base in- 
equality. These things have been 
said often enough. ;

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MINERS GO ON RAMPAGE IN EAST RAND

[Text] Four men were shot--one fatally--and two shops and two cars were burnt 
when hundreds of mine workers went on the rampage in the East Rand. 


The miners, employed by the ERPM group, went beserk after a fellow-worker had 
had an argument with a shop owner at Cinderella Shaft over change. 


Riot police had to use teargas to disperse the irate mobs. 
Sources at the mine said the trouble started when a mine worker complained to 
the shop owner, a Mr Mendez, about incorrect change. An argument ensued and 


there was a scuffle, 


The miner left the shop, but returned a few moments later accompanied by several 
hundred fellow-workers. 


Mr Mendez produced a firearm and shot at the crowds. Three men were wounded, 
and one killed. At this stage the mob went out of control and set the shop 
alight. An adjacent shop was also gutted by the fire. 


Two expensive cars parked near the shops both said to be owned by Mr Mendez, 
were also set alight. 


Police rushed to the scene and fired teargas cannisters to disperse the crowd. 


The atmosphere at the shaft yesterday was calm, but turned slightly tense as at 
least 600 mine workers watched mine officials try to bust a gutted safe.

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REPORT CALLS FOR WIDER EXPORT VARIETY

SOUTH Africa is still- over- 
reliant for its foreign ex- 
change earnings on too nar- 
row a range of commodities, 
and although the country’s 
exports are based on a 
wider spectrum of product 
ranges than they were 12 


years ago, the trend towards 


diversification is slow. 

These are the findings de- 
rived from a special survey 
into the diversity of South 
Africa’s exports market, 
published by the South Afri- 
can Foreign Trade Organi- 
sation (Safto) in its latest an- 
nual report. 

One third of the national 
income is made up from the 
export of merchandise and 
gold, and with competition 
and protectionism in world 
trade on the increase, the 
degree of diversification in 
South Africa’s export prod- 
ucts base is of particular im- 
portance. 

One of the few effective 
counters to the adverse con- 
sequences of these trends 
on South Africa’s export 
growth is a maximum 
spread of risk through the 
greatest possible diversifi- 
cation of export markets and 
export commodities, says 
the report. 
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The fall-off in the concen- 
tration of a small number of 
export commodities related 
to foreign earnings is illus- 
trated by the fact that nearly 
45 percent of total merchan- 
dise export earnings was ac- 
counted for by only five ma- 
jor commodities in 1966, 
whereas in 1977 the percent- 


diamonds were the major 
single export commodity, 
with the other sae cae to 
dities varying from year 
year but generally including 
machinery, transport equip- 
ment, fruit and vegetables. 
Agricultural exports have 
an erratic trend pattern, in- 
troducing an element of un- 
certainty into the country’s 
whole export market. 
This, says the report, is 
due to the periodic 
strengths and weaknesses of 
items such as fruit and veg- 
etables, maize, wool and 


sugar caused by South Afri-’ 


ca’s climatic vagaries and 
foreign market fluctuations. 
In contrast is the relative 
stability of exports of ma- 
chinery - and __ transport 
equipment. 
This clearly demonstrated 
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the advantage of exporting 
manufactured goods, the 
foreign earnings of which 
are dependent on intrinsic 
product qualities and skil- 
lful marketing — and not on 
international price mechan- 
isms beyond South Africa’s: 
control, said Safto. : 

Examining the role of new 
export products in South 
Africa’s export diversifica- 
tion, Safto pin-points a few 
product groups which have 
risen dramatically over the 
past 12 years. Leading the 
field are coal, now in the 
fifth export position, iron 
ore, ferro-alloys and manga- 
nese ore, concentrates and 
metal. 


These four product groups 
have increased their share 
in merchandise exports 
from less than 6 percent to 
13,4 percent in 1977, when 
their combined earnings 
were R720-million, com- 
pared to R71-million in 1966, 
says the report. 

In each case, the growth 
had resulted from the estab- 
lishment of new export- 
orientated production units 
combined, in the case of 
coal and iron ore, with mass- 
ive transport development. 
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POLICE SUSPECT SABOTAGE IN ROSSLYN BLASTS

PRETORIA. — Sabotage was suspected in a se- 
ries of four blasts which rocked the border in- 
dustrial complex of Rosslyn, near Pretoria on 
Thursday night, a police spokesman told Sapa 
in Pretoria yesterday. 


The explosions occurred 
at about 10,15 pm, he said, 
adding that limpet mines 
were used. 

Keith Abendroth writes 
that Rosslyn Black border 
industrial area lost thou- 
sands of rands in production 
time yesterday after the 
Russian-made limpet mine 
blasts had put two trans- 
formers in the area out of ac- 
tion. 

Yesterday afternoon, Pre- 
toria City Council techni- 
cians were connecting up 
temporary links to various 
factories. A strict security 
network was thrown around 
the sub-station and the two 
damaged transformers were 
draped with heavy canvas 
sheeting. 

Those responsible for the 
damage gained entrance to 
the sub-station by cutting 
their way through heavy 
wire strands at the base of 
the fence surrounding the 
building. 
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To reach the fence and 
avoid security guards to 
plant their limpet mines — 
said by the police to be simi- 
lar to those used in the East- 
ern Transvaal earlier this 
year — the terrorists “leo- 
pard-crawled” along a ditch. 


Once through the fence, 
they leopard-crawled about 
75 metres to the two trans- 
formers, two of four in the 
complex. $s - 


Their tracks could be 
clearly seen in the dust and 
mud. 


Nine Pretoria suburbs - 


were without power for up 
to four hours after the 
blasts. Late yesterday after- 
noon Rosslyn and Orchards 
were still without power, 
while efforts were being 
made to rig temporary sup- 
ply facilities to factories in 
the southern sector of the in- 
dustrial growth point. 
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Within minutes of the 
blasts, the Rosslyn Fire 
Brigade was at the sub-sta- 
tion. Fire engines were fol- 
lowed by police reinforce- 
ments from Rosslyn and 
nearby Pretoria North, 
closely followed by a contin- 
gent of security police. 


Road-blocks were set up 
and search points cordoned 
off in the nearby Black Bo- 
phuthatswana townships of 
Mabopane and Ga-Rankuwa. 


The Rosslyn industrial 
area was one of the first to 
be set up by the state 
according to its policy of de- 
centralisation of industries 
and the creation of factory 
growth areas on the borders 
of Black homelands. 


It has been in operation 
for nearly 10 years and this 
is the first time that it has 
been the “mark” of sus- 
pected terrorist action.

DEVELOPMENT INCENTIVES FOR TRANSKEI--The Transkei Development Corporation has reac- 
ted to the suggested incentives announced by the Prime Minister for the decentral- 
isation by describing it as a vast improvement on the existing incentives. Ina 
statement released in Umtata, Sonny Tarr, managing director of the TDC said: "We 
are thrilled that Transkei is being included in the highest priority development 
region and we are even more pleased that Ezibeleni in the northwest corner of 
Transkei has been established as an industrial growth point." The TDC, said Mr 
Tarr, would now be able to attract many more industrialists to Transkei. I.lus- 
trating some of the major incentives that would be applicable to Transkei, he said 
these included: A 60 percent rebate on interest rates. Electricity tariffs to be 
the same as the PWV area, instead of being linked to East London as the case is at 
present. A non-taxable cash training rebate which allows industrialists to deduct 
125 percent of training costs of approved training schemes. A RLOO tax rebate for 
every worker employed.

ACCUSED IN ARMS CASE PLEADS FOR MERCY 
Mbabane THE TIMES OF SWAZILAND in English 13 Nov 81 p 1 


[Text] Exiled South Africa student George Nene, who is facing charges under the 
Arms of War Act, pleaded for his freedom yesterday, describing himself as "an inno- 
cent victim of circumstances." 


"I was an innucent passenger in the truck in which the grenades, arms and ammnuni- 
tion were found," he told Mr. Justice D. D. Will. 


"I had never been in that truck before. I just found myself implicated in a classic 
manner," he told the High Court in Mbabane. 


Nene is charged jointly with another refugee, Sipho James Mazibuko, who is a member 
of the ANC. 


Mazibuko and Nene said they accompanied five ANC officials to the border on the 
night they were arrested. 


One of the ANC chief Mr. Edward Ndiyane was described as a high-ranking member of 
the organisation in the region. 


"Why did you think these people wanted to go to Mozambique at that time of night? 
Didn't you think there was something strange about the trip? Mr. Justice Will 
asked Nene. 


The judge also asked him if the ANC officials were to use the official border-entry 
point or if they were going to skip the border. Nene said he did not know. 


Mr. Justice Will said it was strange that the officials were to be accompanied only 
as far as the border and not all the way to their destination. 


The judge said an ordinary person would have told the police to follow Ndiyane, as 
the police station was not far from the border, to get an explanation about the 
weapons if he was innocent. 


Mr. Victor Dlamini, who is defending the accused, said this might be the case under 
other circumstances, but in this case, Mazibuko had received instructions from a 
senior member of the organisation to drive him to the border. "It is possible that 
he may have been protecting him," Mr. Dlamini said. 
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“We should also remember that the car belonged to an organisation and not an indi- 
vidual, not even Ndiyane. That being the case, many people used it," Mr. Dlamini 
argued. 


The prosecution has dropped an attempted murder charge initially preferred against 
Mazibuko following an alleged threat to make a suicide attack on the police by 
detonating two grenades. 


But the prosecution pressed a charge of psychological assault. Inspector Sipho 
Dlamini, the station commander of Lomahasha where the alleged incident took place, 
said he ordered his men to run for cover when Mazibuko advanced on them menacingly 
and threatened to blow up everybody, including himself. He was demanding the re- 
lease of Nene, who had already been detained, the policeman said. 


He added that he and three of his men ran for cover in the darkness. Inspector 
Dlamini ran to the armoury, he said, where he communicated with his men called for 
more men by radio. 


Mr. Dlamini argued that the police may have mistakenly been alarmed. "It was un- 
fortunate that the police ran away because the accused was still explaining to them 
how it had all happened," he said. 


Mr. Dlamini said the police were exaggerating the story in order to justify running 
away. Pressing for a conviction on a charge of importing arms of war to Swaziland, 
Mr. Absolom Thwala for the Crown, said, since the arms were of Russian or Communist 
Chinese origin, it could be assumed that the accused imported then. 


"The ANC headquarters may have imported them, stored them somewhere and then dis- 
tributed them. That doesn't mean that the accused imported them," Mr. Justice Will 
said. 


The accused are charged with unlawful possession of three hand grenades, a revolver 
magazine and eight rounds of ammunition and importing arms. 


At the start of the defence case, Mr. Dlamini pointed out that the ANC was recog- 
nised by the Organisation of African Unity. 


The verdict will be passed next Wednesday.

[Summary] Since 1972 when the party asked all Tanzanians in the country to devote 
themselves to improving agriculture, some steps have been taken and farmers in the 
villages are responding to this call. To instill enthusiasm, the party began com- 
petitions in villages, districts and regions to provide gifts to the victors in 
annual good farming contests. 


But the nation still has not achieved the capability to become self-sufficient in 
food for various reasons, including the continuation of outdated agricultural meth- 
ods like the use of the land hoe, as well as poor weather conditions in some periods. 
Thus there is considerable need to direct further energy to agriculture so that we 
can become self-sufficient in food, remove the nation from the threat of famine 

and strengthen our economy. 


The day before yesterday the National Agricultural and Food Corporation [NAFCO] 
announced its intention to establish many more large farms for the purpose of im- 
proving agriculture in the country.

Party officials should 
make known their move- 
ments.”’ 

Commenting on Mr LI- 
boma’s orders Mr Sondashi’ 
said if the councillor was 
unished those responsible 
or the action would be 
contravening the Republican 
Constitution.

LACK OF foreign exchange 
has hampered the effective- 
ness of the Ministerial 
Committee appointed by 
President Kaunda to pro- 
cess foreign exchange ap- 
plications and act as 4 
watch dog over the cou- 
ntry's foreign earnings. 
Permanent Secretary for 
the Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry, Mr Kabuka 
Nyirenda said in an inter-

of foreign exchange had 
led to decisions not being 
implemented. 

Mr Nvyirenda said, how- 
ever, that there was ‘‘cau- 
tious optimism”’ in govern- 
ment circles that the Inter- 
nationar Monetary Fund 
loan which the- government 
signed recently would go 
a long way to improving 
the situation. 

The permanent secretary 
also said lack of foreign 
exchange had contributed 
to industrial growth being 
retarded and expansion 
programmes fot most com- 
panies being shelved. 

“This is so because cu- 
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rrently, most industries are 
functioning at low capacity 
and are more concerned 


with increasing output than 


starting new industries or 
expanding the existing 
ones,’’ he observed. 

The committee of cabi- 
net ministers was appoin- 
ted last January mainly to 


find an effective method 


of co-ordinating the gra- 
nting of import licences 
and the allocation of fore- 
ign exchange. 

The committee was dire- 
cted to assess the coun- 
try’s foreign exchange ear- 
nings every month and de- 
vise an efficient system 
of processing applica- 
tions. 

Dr Keunda said then that 
a priority list of fcreign 
exchange applications had 
been drawn up to include 
the National Import and Ex- 
port Corporation, National 
Milling Company, ROP

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ARMY COMMANDER MASHEKE CONDEMNS MILITARY COUPS

[Text] Army commander, Lieutenant-General Malimba Masheke, a condemned 
military coups as a tragedy to the world, 


Speaking at a passout parade of the 10th intake of officer cadets at Kabwe's 
Kohima Barracks yesterday, General Masheke warned Zambians against falling prey 
to the machinations of subversive elements who were bent on destabilising the 
nation, 


He said that Zambian defence forces would continue with their defensive posture 
against such elements and further dissociated themselves from the “uncalled for 
behaviour of a few indisciplined elements who were involved in the last year's 
attempted coup d'etat and the recent rescue attempt." 


"We know they wanted to tarnish our good imge. We are mature enough to know 
just too well that nowhere on earth have military coups brought any desired 
results, If anything, they have brought more chaos and bloodshed. Examples 
are there for anybody to see," 


The army chief told the parade, which was reviewed by President Kaunda, that the 
role of armies everywhere regardless of ideology (whether it be capitalist or 
socialist) was to defend that ideology and the policy of the party in power. 


In this respect, General Masheke announced that in future, the army will not 
recruit anybody unless he is a UNIP member, 


"IT repeat for the sake of emphasis that the army will not recruit anybody who 

is not proved to be a UNIP member, This is so because the future soldier must 
protect the Party policies and he cannot do so if he does not subscribe to or be 
part of that policy. 


"In our one=Party participatory democracy, the defence force is entirely an 
instrument of the Party and its Government for defending the philosophy of the 
Party, which is Humanism, its policies and socialist values." 


Whoever joined the force had therefore to commit himself to this principle. 


There was no question of anyone in uniform forming opposition from within and 
tarnish the noble profession. 
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He warned that immediately this was noticed, “we will send them out faster than 
they came in," 


General Masheke noted that since the attainment of independence, the enemy 
propaganda machinery had been directed at putting a wedge between those in the 
defence force and the people, 


Fortunately, the enemy had failed to achieve his evil intentions "because we are 
a people's defence force sharing the same fate and destiny with the people, our 
leadership and our Party to whom we pledge as we have always done, our loyalty 
and total support.” 


He said that he and his colleagues did not want forces of destruction to put 
them asunder, 


"We shall remain vigilant and ensure that malcontents bent on sowing seeds of 
discord are routed out," he warned. 


The general also warned the Zambian dissidents who were being cheated by the 
greedy forces of capitalism that when the trouble they were watching starts and 
there is bloodshed in the country, they may be among the first ones to die in 
the crossfire. 


"Even the businesses they are trying to protect will go into flames and nothing 
will be saved, In fact, they will feel safest hiding in the forests or out of 
Zambia than in their big and luxurious mansions when fighting starts," he said. 


He added that the tragedy with some people was their stubbornness to learn from 
history and experience of others, There were many examples in Africa and world 
over for them to take lessons from. ' 


"By making these remarks I am not threatening anybody. These are plain facts of 
truth, but those who fail to take heed will be crushed mercilessly because it is 
our duty as a lawfully constituted security force to keep peace in Zambia and we 
will keep peace in Zambia," 


Speaking on behalf of the air force commander, the commandant of the Zambia 
National Service and other defence wings, General Masheke congratulated the 
President in particular and the entire leadership in general for the manner in 
which they had kept the national ship alfoat. 


He said this was yet another demonstration of the President's love for the 
country and the entire mankind. Those in the armed forces, he said, had known 
his total commitment to the cause of the oppressed masses of southern Africa. 


"We are therefore confident that under your able and wise leadership, Namibia 
will be free and freedom and democracy will be established in South Africa 
eventually. We know this because today we can boast of peaceful borders in 
all directions except the border with Namibia," he said, 
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The 10th intake had a total strength of 239 officer cadets, Of these, 112 were 
army, 72 air force and 55 for Zambia National Service.

\yadurai Sivanadan granted the habeas corpus application and 
ordered that Mr Zimba be freed. 

Mr Justice Sivanadan warned the people in the public pallery 
toremain guict and threatened to lock up noisy ones for cantemnr 
of court. 

“Lam afraid I will not tolerate any disturbance. | understand 
vour excitement but vou should control vourselves."" 

Grounds given to Mr Zimba for his detention are that between 
July S and 17 he conspired with Mr Chiluba and others to instruct 
unknown officials of various trade unions to incite Mineworkers ta 
condemn, hunnhate and show disrespect to Minister of Labour 
and Social Services Mr Basil Kabwe. and that the miners shawed 
disrespect and demonstrated violence against Mr Kabwe he 
damaging his official car and endanecring his life when he toured 
Kitwe on July 17,

his lengthy, judgment, said it

At Chililabombwe union 
leaders were stoned and in 
Kitwe a Cabinet minister was 
attacked.

The strike weapon was 
dangerous and if not handled 
properly it could destroy the 
cause it tried to uphold 
and ruin the economy of the 
country. 

Gross indiscipline by work- 
ers could only lead to loss of 
credibility and even to the end 
of the trade union movement, 
and the judge hoped that such 
a situation would not be 
allowed to happen again. 

Mr Justice Sivanandan said 
the incidents in Chililabombwe 
and Kitwe were isolated and 
could tnerefore not fall within 
Section 2 of the Preservation 
of Public Security Regulations 
as it was not an act that 
endangered public security. 
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One of the miners shouted |

fed) and Mr Kabwe answered

(1 do not stop you from eating 
well). Mr Kabwe told the 
miners that he knew nothing 
about the figures they were 
asking for. the — situation 
worsened and violence broke 
Out, resulting in damage to 
Mr Kabwe's car.

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COMMERCIAL BANKERS MEET TO CLARIFY RUMORS WORRYING EXPATRIATES

BANK of Zambia offi- 
cials have summoned 
commercial bank 
managers to Lusaka for 
G meeting today to 
Clarify rumours which 
have been worrying 
expatriates and their 
employers for several 
weeks. 


A Ndola bank man- 
“ager said yesterday he 
hoped the meeting would 
clarify a situation in 
which he was forced to 
tell bank clients who jam- 
med his switchboard that 
neither he nor other com- 
mercial bank managers 
had been told of any 
change in regulations 
governing expatriates’ 
remittances despite per- 
sistent rumours. 
_ For the past weeks bankers 
in Zambia have been discussing 
how many million pound sterl- 
ing or dollars or indeed 
Kwacha depend on the replace- 
ment of the small wordg 
gross’’ by the even smaller 
word ‘‘net.’’ 

The Ndola bank manager 
said recently that when the ex- 
patnates’ remittance under sec- 
tion 23 was first introduced a 
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few” years “20 the regulation 
said they were entitled to send 
abroad 30 per cent of their 
gross earnings in foreign cur- 
rency, which means 30 per cent 
before tax. 

Over the years the banks 
were served with numerous 
amendments ar.d additions and 
were obliged to change the 
original gazatted instruction. 

ventually the Bank of Zam- 
bia printed regulations in a 
revised form and out of the 
blue the new form . ex- 
patriates working in bia 
are entitled to send home 30 
per cer: of their “gross” earn- 
ings. This would reduce their 
entitlement to remit by half. 

The bank manager and 
others interviewed thought at 
first this was a printing error. 
They told their customers they 
had not been officially inform- 
ed of any change, nor had a 
change been tted. 

But yesterday he said he had 
just received instructions that it 
was not a printing error, and 
the word ‘‘gross’’ was correct. 

In Lusaka a Bank of Zambia 
spokesman said yesterday there 
had been no change; no action 
had been taken, and commer- 
cial banks would be the first to 
be informed. 


Dismissed 


He was apparently unaware 
that commercial banks on the 
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ag ee had been inform- 


, and said ‘‘such rumours 
should be dismissed with the 
contempt thev deserve.”’ 

In Kitwe, a spokesman for 
the Kitwe Chamber of Com- 
merce said that as expatriates’ 
remittances were running at 
more than K100 million a year, 
it would seem that this change 
of gross to net would bring 
about big savings of foreign ex- 


change. 

“Our first reaction was to 
Say, congratulations, Bank of 
Zambia. But when we studied 
the matter it seemed the change 
might not be so clever. 

*‘Many expatriates cannot 
afford to remit 30 per cent of 
their gross earnings because if 
they did, they would not have 
enough left to live on, so they 
remit far less. In this case a 
change to 30 per cent of net 
earnings would not save much. 

**A large part of remittances 
is made up of end of contract 

atuities not of monthly earn- 
ings. So the total saved by the 
change would be nearer a 
quarter than half of the K100 
million calculated at first.’’ 

The spokesman said that for 
ore i ge ng such a change 
would be the last straw. 

“They will pack their bags 
and go to places like Saudi 
Arabia, where salaries are puid 
in foreign currencies. In such 
cases the foreign exchange ear- 
nings would of course jump 
up.’’ 





FAO EXPERTS DRAW UP MEASURES TO REVIVE FISH INDUSTRY

[Text] The Food and Agriculture Organization [FAO] has recommended for the 
establishment of a privately-run fish production and marketing organisation in 


the country. 


FAO has also called for the dissolution of the ill-fated Lakes Fisheries of 


Zambia, 
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The recommendation is 
contained in a Government 
sanctioned study by FAO 
on how to revamp the ailing 
fish industry in Zambia. 

The FAO experts, who 
have drawn up far-reaching 
measures on how to revive 
the fish industry have reco- 
mmended the setting up of 
a fish unit run by 
private sector with a mea- 
sure of government partici- 
pation. 

The FAO experts sugge- 
sted that S1 per cent contro- 
iling shares of the organisa- 
tion should be in the hands 
of the private sector and the 
remainder held by the 
Governfhent in view of 
government industria! 
policy. 

‘The establishment of an 
entirely private fish organi- 
sation does not seem possi- 
ble and establishing a fish 
marketing co-operative is 
not practicable since the 
co-operative system in 
Zambia is not fully develo- 
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than K3 million annually in 
foreign exchange through 
fish exports and also create 
more than 2,000 jobs. 

The experts noted that 
Zambia has great potential 
in fish industry and that the 
present distribution is irre- 
gular and unhygienic to the 


extent that unless an over- 


all improvement is effec- 
ted, fish will lose its impor- 
tamce as a protein food 
among Zambians. 

Lakes Fisheries. formed 
in 1968 has in the past been 
rocked by scandals and 
irregular business activi- 
ties.

NEW MEASURES TO STAMP OUT ZAIRE BORDER SMUGGLING

NEW measures aimed at stamping out 
smuggling of essential commodities along the 
Zaire-Zambia border were announced in 


Lusaka yesterday. 

A Statutory instrument 
released with the Govern- 
ment Gazette and signed 
by President Kaunda, indi- 
cated that the new regula- 
tions will apply only in 
four provinces which bor- 
der with Zaire. 

According to the measu- 
res. a limit has been 
placed on the amount of 
essential commodities in- 
dividuals can purchase. 

Customs and excise of- 
ficers. police. immigration 
and forest officers and dis- 
trict messengers have been 
empowered to arrest wit- 
,hout warrant people found 
in possession of essential 
commodities in excess of 
the specified amount and 
who may be reasonably 
suspected of preparing or 
attempting to smuggle 
them out of the country. 

Travellers between the 
Copperbelt and Luapula 
Province. using the Zaire 
Pedicle Road, will now 
be required to declare 
all essential commodities 
for inspection, as well as 
complete an export certi- 
ficate. 
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ted that no person shall 
trade in essential commo- 


ders of a licence issued 
under the Trades Licensing 
Act who are allowed by 
the Minister of Commerce 
and Industry to trade in 

The Minister may refuse 
to authorise any person 
for the purpose of this 
regulation and he may at 
any time revoke any au- 
thorisation in force. 

On the sale of essential 
commodities, Dr Kaunda 
ordered that no person 
shall within 12 hours sell 
any one buyer any esse- 
ntial commodity in excess 
of the specified amount. 

The specified amount 
for candles is one packet 
of six; while for cooking 
oil, it is a quantity of 2.5 
litres. For mealie meal 
it is one bag of ,2Skilo- 
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grams or less; paraffin 
(2.5 litres). bathing soap 
( two tablets), washing soap 
(one packet) and sugar 
(two kilograms). 

Dr Kaunda has also 
directed that any person 
travelling along the Pedi- 
cle Road for re-entry into 
Zambia shall if he is car- 
rying essential commodi- 
ties complete in tmplicate 
a newiy introduced export 
certificate. 

He will also be requt- 
red to declare all the es- 
sential” commodities ior 
inspection and retain two 
copies of the export certi- 
ficate signed and stamped 
by a customs and excise 
officer. 

At the other end, trave- 
llers will be required to 


account for any discre- 


pancy between amounts 
exported and amounts ‘‘so- 
ught to be imported upon 
re-entry into Zambia.’ 
Unless a discrepancy was 
not the fault of a travel- 
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ler, failure to comply will 
render him guilty of an 
offence. 

“When facilities are 
provided for persons using 
public transport along the 
Pedicle Road to deposit 
essential commodities in 
a special luggage compart- 
ment or in a special lug- 
gage vehicle, which can 
be locked and sealed by 
a Zambian customs officer 
at one end of the Pedi- 
cle Road and which can 
be opened only by ano- 
ther Zambian customs offi- 
cer at the other end of the 
journey, then the provi- 
sions of sub-regulation 
(1) (declaration and com- 
pletion of export certifi- 
éate) shall ndt apply to 
any essential commodities 
which are transported usi- 
ng such facilities,"’ Dr 
Kaunda has said. 

Those trading in any 
essential commodities wi- 
thout authorisation; and 
those who contravene co- 
nditions set by the Mini- 
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“Stet will be guilty of an 


offence. 

The President’s move 
comes hard on the heels 
of the recent meeting of the 
Zambia-Zaire Joint Per- 
manent Commission which 
discussed the need to 
legalise trade between the 
two countries and ease 
the tension existing espe- 
cially along the Pedicle 
Road. 

Complaints have been 
made in the past by Za- 
mbians travelling along the 
Pedicle of harassmeit and 
sometimes confiscation of 
goods by some unscrupu- 
lous foreign customs and 
immigration officers. 

The new measures will 
apply to Kaputa in the Nor- 
thern Province, Nchelenge, 
Mwense and Mansa in the 
Luapula Province, Ndola, 
Mufulira, Chingola, Chili- 
labombwe, Kitwe and Ka- 
lulushi in the Copperbelt 
Province, Solwezi, Mwini- 
lunga, Kabompo and Za- 
mbezi in the North-Wes- 
tern Province.

SALE OF CONTRABAND IN SMUGGLING CASE PREVENTS CULPRIT'S ARREST 


Alleged Culprit Suspended

POLICE cannot arrest 
the senior Roan Consoli- 
dated Mines manager 
allegedly involved in an 
attempt to smuggle hun- 
dreds of tonnes of sugar 
into Zaire because the 
contraband which should 
have been produced as 
evidence was sold by 
customs officers. 


Copperbelt police chiet Mr 
Julius Zulu said in Ndola 
yesterday that police could 
not make an afrest in the 
absence of the sugar which 
could have been exhibited in 
court if proceedings had to be 
instituted. 

“What happened was that 
the customs officers at 
Mokambo auctioned all the 
sugar and as such there is 
nothing the police can do. 

Mr Zulu warned that police 
would with immediate effect 
arrest anybody caught smug- 


gling. 


Now that @ statutory instru- 
ment had been signed to 
empower the police and other 
security wings to arrest 
people suspected of smug- 
gling, his men- would go out 
in full force. 

The manager is understood 
to have been suspended 
for using a mine vehicle to 
transport the commodity. The 
truck was impounded by 
paramilitary police _iast 
Wednesday, but it had since 
been released. —

Chairman of the Law Asso- 
ciation of Zambia, Mr Roger 
Chongwe said in Lusaka 
unless officers empowered to 
control smuggling are strict in 
enforcing regulations, the pro- 
blem would not be solved. 

Smuggling continued una- 
bated because Zambia lacked 
effective and efficient per- 
sonnel to enforce the law. 
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He was reacting to a Statu- 
tory Instrument No. 121 of 
1981 on the Centro! of Goods 
Act signed by President 
Kaunda. Mr Chongwe said the 
law against smuggling had 
always been there but was 
lacking enforcement. 

There was nothing to be 
done if people chatged with 
enforcement of the law were 
not doing it. 

“You need an army to 
police these regulations, but 
do we have the type of men to 
do that?" 

The few officers Zambia 
had in crime detection were 
normally deployed on road- 
blocks which was a waste of 
manpower. 

Mr Chongwe wondered why 
Only border areas with Zaire 
were covered by the new 
regulations and not all border 
areas. The regulations should 
have covered border areas 
with Angola, Malawi and 
Tanzania as well. 

At Mokambo border post 
the situation was reported to 
have improved.

AFC UNABLE TO PROCESS ALL LOAN APPLICATIONS BECAUSE OF FARMERS' UNPAID DEBTS

[Text] President Banana yesterday made an impassioned plea for Zimbabweans to cre- 
ate a nation in which people of whatever race or colour would find shelter, peace, 
comfort and security. 


Addressing a record gathering of pupils, teachers, parents, former students, Cabinet 
ministers and senior Government officials at a prize-giving day ceremony at Gokomere 
High School, Fort Victoria, yesterday morning, the President said: 


"Zimbabwe, like a fine and firm building, could only be built out of different 
types of material." 


About 3 000 people, including the acting Prime Minister, Mr Simon Muzenda, the Min- 
ister of Education and Culture, Dr Dzingai Mutumbuka, and the Minister of Justice 
and Constitutional Affairs, Senator Simbi Mubako--all former students of Gokomere-- 
heard the President say: 


"Whether we like it or not, there, is no alternative to reconciliation. We have to 
live together. 


"Thus, since it is imperative that we live together, it is equally imperative that 
we weave together our different races, tribes, traditions, languages and beliefs. 


"Now is the time to forget the past and to bury our political differences. That is 
vital to the creation of our national unity. 


“We have to build our Zimbabwe out of the variety of materials we have, the differ- 
ent races, tribes and ethnic groupings. 


“Out of that must emerge the grand structure that Zimbabwe must be, with plenty of 
room for all, and which will withstand the onslaught of wind and storm." 


The President later listened to a song in praise of reconciliation composed and 
sung by the Form 6 choir. 


Attacking tribalism and regionalism, the President said the liberation war was not 


fought to get rid of any race or tribe but to destroy an evil system which abused 
basic human rights. 
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Describing tribalism and regionalism as the greatest enemies of developing coun- 
tries, he said they bred nepotism and corruption, which in turn led to political 
instability. 


“My advice to you," he said, "is to guard against these divisive practices which, 
if allowed to flourish, can effectively and completely destroy our new independent 
State." 


President Banana, who flew to Fort Victoria before proceeding to Gokomere by road, 
listened to a moving poem composed and presented especially for him by a handicap- 


ped pupil. 


The President, who was taken on a conducted tour of all departments, praised the 
school for its huge intake of 1 255 pupils--835 secondary and 420 primary--among 
them some blind and handicapped children learning side by side with their able- 
bodied classmates.

THE fw story of the 
economic boom in 1980 
that accompanied indepen- 
dence, the end of the war 
and the lifting of sanctions 
was disclosed yesterday by 
the Reserve Bank of Zim- 
babwe in its September 
quarterly economic review.

therefore so rapid during 
1980 that it restored in a 
single year all the lost out- 
put of the post-1975 reces- 
sion years."

N'ANGAS TO WORK AT INYANGA CLINIC

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N’ANGAS in northern 
Inyanga have decided that 
two traditional healers 
should work part-time in 
a clinic im the area. 


Mr Kari Peitzer, a stu- 
dent from Bremen Univer- 
sity im the Federal Re- 
public of Germany, recent- 
ly completed q study on 
the influence and activi- 
ties of 19 n’angas at Nye- 
banga Village, Inyanga. 

His findings were pub- 
lished in the October edi- 
tion of the Central] Afri- 
can Journal of Medicine. 

During his imvestiga- 
tions the healers held a 
meeting to discuss whe- 
ther to practice at the 
local clinic. 

Mr Peltzer found that 
the clinic’s staff and the 
n’angas co-operated with 
each other. 

“The medicajy ataff see 
their function more in 
killing germs and giving 
pain-killers than removing 
the bewitched thing in the 
patient,” he said. 

some p’ang as argued 
that their “spirits” would 
not allow them to work in 
a clinic as they woald not 
have the tinte and would 
negiect their own patients 
at home. 

Competition at the clin- 
ie intimidated them, Mr 
Peltzer said, 
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“On the other hand 
they would Hike to demon- 
strate 3 art at the 
clinic so t people get 
to know what they are 
able to cure.”

Interviewed about his 
visit, the minister said: 
“We are a_ brotherly 
people and we want to re- 
tain as much harmony as 
possible along the border. 
We have invited the Zam- 
bians to come to this 
country for a follow-up 
meeting on ali the prob- 
lems discussed.” 


There had been a prob- 
lem about the exact loca- 
tion of the border on the 
river .nd on Lake Kariba. 
This had led to complaints 
and counter-charges about 
people crossing the border 
iNegally. 

“Our officials say Zam- 
olams fish on our waters 
and the Zambians deny 
this and claim that some 
of the islands on the river 
are on their side. 

“It was agreed that it 
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would be difficult to have 
an exact boundary, but 
the problem is to be 
looked into further. 


“We also referred to the 
small fishing nets used by 
the Zambians ag _ these 
tend to deplete the fish in 
the lake. It was agreed 
that this should be refer- 
red to the respective min- 
isters of natural resources 
to align the regulations. 

“Neither government 
would like to see people 
who expfoit natural 
resources polling the 
Telationg between the two 
countries.” 4 

Also discussed was a 
problem which had arisen 
over the deportation from 
Zambia of Zimbabwean 
nationals who had been 
convicted of crimes. 


Both countries now 
agreed that they were 
ready to accept those of 
their nationals who had 
broken the laws of the 
country of residence. 

Arrangements had been 
made for the high com- 
missioners to have access 
to people arrested and for 


the person’g country of 
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birth to get information 
as soon as possible to 
enable it to identify the 
person as a national. 


“We suggested there 
should be an extradition 
treaty between us and 
they agreed. 

“The matter will be ex- 
amined by our officials 
with a view to formulat- 
ing a suitable draft for 
consideration.” 

An allegation in the

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KANGAI HOPES TO WEED OUT ECONOMIC SABOTEURS

[Text] The Government is to weed out people holding top posts--particularly in 
industry--who do not comply with Government labour policy, and may replace them 
with ZANU (PF) members. 


In an interview yesterday, the Minister of Labour and Social Services, Mr Kumbirai 
Kangai, said it had become necessary to take action against people in top posts who 
Supported minority political ~arties and "engage in economic sabotage”. 


“We are aware that there has been a strategy by minority parties to destabilise our 
economy. Some of them have tried their best to influence workers not to follow 
channels laid down by the Government in solving grievances. 


"This strategy has completely failed and anyone who is still bent on it will be 
Gealt with most ruthlessly,” he said. 


"I want to warn these people that if they continue to try to cause trouble in our 
industry we will act very swiftly against them. We will not hesitate to replace 
them with qualified ZANU (PF) members who are loyal to their country. 


"Once we lay our hands on these people, we will tell the management to fire them 
with speed. That is what we are going to do from now on." 


He said the Government had been very generous to people of all political persua- 
sions and this should not be taken as weakness. 


"We are trying to be reasonable. For the past 18 months, everyone should have seen 
this. But we are surprised that there are people who are bent to destabilise our 


economy." 


When the Government "got tough" with these people it would do so with the full co- 
operation of the workers, who would tell the Government of "wu desirable elements”. 


His ministry would also act against companies that did not carry out "orders given 
to them by the Government”. 
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“We will close companies that do not take Government orders of not employing people 
who want to subvert the economy. Companies that continue to employ such people 
when told not to do so can go and operate somewhere else." 


Mr Kangai also warned multinationals not to give top posts to expatriates which 
could be filled by black and white Zimbabweans. 


“We take this very seriously indeed and if I lay my hands on a company practising 
this I will act against it. We can't allow any form of racial discrimination in 
this country." 


The minister said the demobilisation exercise was going fairly well and that already 
more than a thousand recently demobilised soldiers had found jobs. 


If this rate continued then "definitely these people will be rehabilitated within 
the next nine months". 


He praised employers for their good response in employing ex-combatants. 


On a new minimum wage, Mr Kangai said the Government was still examining proposals 
put forward by ministries, trade wnions and businessmen. 


"We hope to complete the task and announce our conclusions soon. I can assure you 
it won't be iong.”" 


The announcement of new minimum wages would also cover domestic and agricultural 
workers.

Colonies, to France, 
to Mexico, to Raasia, 
to Guatemala, to Caba, 
to China, and more re- 
cently to the African 
continent, including 
Zimbabwe. 


The reasons for the 
revolution in Zimbabwe, 
as for revolutions in other 
countries, were deeply 
rooted in the history, in

CONQUERED 


The problems of Zim- 
babwe have been around 
for many, many years. 
Their names are colonial- 
ism, oppression, ex- 
ploitation by their past 
rulers, the whites, and 
their other ethnic sup- 
porters, their govern- 
ments and their army and 
police. 


Zimbabwe — or Rho- 
desia — was conquered 
and colonised, and took on 
the form of domination 
characterised by the 





subordination of all its in- 
digenoug peoples. 

This form of colonialism 
excluded the right of the 
people to participate in its 
administration, ita 
economy, and was based 
on cxploitation, oppression 
and enforced obedience << 
the iaws the white 
governinent introduced.

price. 


- DEDICATED 


_. Inevitably these con- 
ditions in Zimbabwe, 
themselves threw up 
leaders, intelligent, 
politically conscious, dedi- 
cated men, who under- 
stood the lessons of the 
history of other countries, 
which had experienced the 
same conditions. 


They, the leaders, 
understood that if these 
conditions were not 
abolished, Zimbabwe 
would never be a viabie 
progressive society, a har- 
monious community, suf- 
ficiently independent, 
reaping and enjoying the 
rewards of its wealth, of 
the labour of its people, 
for the benefit of all its 
people, and pot just the 
imposed privilege of its 


white and other ethnic 
minorities. 
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The past successive 
white governments were

The real leaders of the 
people understood that if 
this order was to bs 
changed, and true lil 
eration and ‘freedom of

however cruel, bloody and 
necessary. And they did 
not underestimate the 
magnitude of the struggle.

HERITAGE. 


Hov' many understand 
the heritage of the -per- 
ennial struggle of the 
past, the basic dilemmas 
of this nation fer beyond 


ideology and_ strategic 
posturing? How many 
understand the demand 


for respect, for dignity, 
for civilisation which it 
has now, instead of the 
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brutality of the past, 
which humiliated, im- 
prisoned and murdered so 
many? > 

Deep inequalities and 
poverty are not eliminated 
overnight. These still exist 
in Zimbabwe today, but 
the Government of this 
new nation has set about 
inaugurating policies of 
capable and effective 
retcorm, and will surely 
find solutions. Above all, 
the leaders do gare. They 
care, because they, the 
leaders, and the guerillas 
had seen their mothers 
and fathers, their brothers 
and sisters and children 
die, assassinated, and they 
understand. 


FULFILMENT 


They have overcome 
their physical oppression 
and are in the process of 
abolishing the colonial 
form of past domination, 
and are creating con- 
ditions that might assist a 
democratic evolution of 
the political structure, 
culminating in the fulfil- 
ment of their often ex- 
pressed desires. 


They have met and con- 
fronted the army of the 
past, and foundthat as 
long as the army protects 
the fertress of colonial- 
ism, conditions will be 
what they had been in the 
past, and this had to be 
removed.

ZIMBABWE could 
play a decisive role in 
promoting North-South 
relations and a more 
equal partnership be- 
tween Europe and 
Africa. Zimbabwe has 
a great opportunity, 
but dynamic and posi- 
tive action is neces 


sary. 
Zimbabwe ts already ex- 
periencing the frustra- 


tions of participating in 
the world economy resting 
on {nequality between the 
“haves” and the “have 
nots’. 


UNDERMINED 


For many African 
states, political in- 
depencence is undermined 
by economic dependence. 
Zimbabwe's siogan of 
Growth with Equity 
should perhaps be lent to 
the internationa; com- 
munity, where the notion 
of a new international 
economic order now seems 
rather tarnished. 

In the aftermath of the 
so-called North-South 
summit at Cancun, 
Mexico, last month, the 
prospects for a more 
equal and just sharing of 
the world’s wealth seem 
grim. Despite lip service 
to the idea of _ inter- 
dependence, the image of 
swagger sticks and beg- 
ging bowls still prevails. 


In the immediate future 
the reconstruction and 
rehabilitation of the Zim- 
babwe economy requires 
massive infusions of inter- 
national aid. Its under- 
lying strength should in 
the longer term enable 
Zimbabwe to earn all its 
foreign exchange require- 
ments from world markets, 

This goal will be greatly 
assisted by Zimbabwe's 
participation in the Lome 
Convention. 

This agreement links 
the 10 European Econo- 
mic Community countries 
with more than 60 Afri- 
can, Cartbbean and 
Pacifie (ACP) states. It 
represents an attempt to 
move away from a donor- 
recipient relationship and 
claims to establish a 
Euro-African partnership. 

Zimbabwe signed the 
convention in November 
1980 and impatiently 
awaits ratification (cur- 
rently delayed by Bel- 
gium) which should bring 
it into effect early in 1982. 

The European Com- 
munity countries played a 
major roie in contributing 
to the post-independence 
problems associated with 
the resettlement of 
refugees and individually 
pledged decisive aid con- 
tribution at Zimcord. 

But the Lome Con- 
vention should assist Zim- 
babwe to shift the em- 
phasis from aid to trade 
and help to reduce its de- 
pendence on the South 
African market. The new 
agreement with the EEC 
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could yield real benefits 
but it will meed to be 
skilfully exploited to suit 
Zimbabwe's interests. 


PACKAGE 


The Lome Convention 
itself provides an aid-plus- 
trade package between 


Briefly, it creates a 
framework for channel- 
ling development finance, 
protecting export revenue 
from primary_ products, 
for inost ACP experts to 
or mos to 
the EEC market: 

The convention runs out 
in February 1985, so .t 
will have barely three 
years’ application to Zim- 
babwe. makes akilful 
exploitation of its pro- 
visions even more urgent, , 

The sid package 
amounting to about $40 
million has been pro- 
visionally allocated by the 
Government to agricul- 
ture, rural development 
and training. The Ministry 
of Economic Planning and 
Development has the 
primary responsibility for 
co-ordinating the aid pro- 
gramme, in close co- 
operation with other rel- 
evant ministries. 


PROBLEMS 


The trade opportunities 
are particularly important 
for Zimbabwe. Of course, 
Western European mark- 
ets are many kilometres 
away and Zimbabwe is ex- 
periencing chronik trans- 
port probiems. - 
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Exporting to the EEC 
ig more difficult than sei- 
ling to traditional markets 
in South Africa, but if 
Zimbabwe is to reduce de- 
pendence on the regime in 
the south then every af- 
fort will need to be made 
to exploit the Lome Con- 
vention. 

The ACP states them- 
selves also provide market 
opportunities for Zim- 
babwe. Co-operation be- 
tween ACP states ig ac- 
tively supported by the 
EEC, which is committed 
to funding such groupings 
ag the Southern African 
Development Co-ordina- 
tion Conference (SADCC). 


Zimbabwe iz usiquely 
able to take advantage of 
these openings. The Lome 
Convention was originally 
negotiated in 1974-5 and 
revised in 1979 without 
Zimbabwe's participation. 

Under the agreement, 
the BEC states are com- 
mitted to allowing free 
aceess to their marke’ 
for al ACP exports su-- 
ject to two conditions: 

First, the exports must, 
broadly speaking, 
originate from the ACP. 
So it would not be possibls 
to trans-ship goods, say 
from Japan to Kenya and 
then on to the EEC unless 
further ay took 


place on way. 
Second, exports that 
dixectly compete with 


West European agricul- 
ture are subject to apecial 
conditions. As a result 
Zimbabwe's exports to the 
ECC of cereals, meat, 
sugar, fruit and 
vegetables ae subject to 


controls, although they 
generally enjoy more 
favourable terms  thaa 


those from the rest of the 
world selling into Western 
Burope. 


QUOTA 

In the case of beef, the 
EEC allows Zimbabwe an 
annual quota of 38100 
tomnes of boneless bdeef. 
But im view of widespread 
foot-and-mouth disease 
there are additional preb- 
lems facing Zimbabwe in 
the export of beef at the 
precent time. 

Many of Aimbabwe's 
agricultural exports will 
be eligible to benefit from 
the Lome Convention 
eacheme to stabilise export 
cevenue. Amogng the 


eligible commodities are 
coffee, cotton, hides and 
tea. Disappointingly, 
tobacco was excluded 
from the list pending 
further negotiations with 
Italy, 

By ACP standards, Zim« 
babwe’s economy is highly 
developed. In 1980 manu- 
facturers accounted for 
more than 22 percent of 
domestic products — a 
figure unmatched in black 
Africa. 

From this semi-in 
dustrial base Zimbabwe is 
well-placed to launch a 
major export drive, aimed 
at penetrating other Afri- 
can and West Euro 
markets. However, Zime« 
babwean industry badly 
needs new investment. In 
the private sector, foreign 
exchange ig in short sup~ 
piy: 


ATTITUDES 


Again, the Lome Con- 
vention could be of use 
here, although much will 
depend on the attitudes of 
both Govermment and 
commercial firms. Private 
finance could be attracted

Unemployment Situation Should Improve 
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THE Government yesterday banned overtime for all workers — 
except domestics, State employees and a few other specified 
exceptions — to create more jobs for Zimbabweans, especially 


school-leavers.

In a statement, the Minister of Labour and Social Services, Mr 
Kumbirai Kangai, said no employee should be allowed to work longer 
than the normal hours of work in the undertaking in which he was 


employed. 


“The whole object is to 
create additional job op- 
portunities — particularly 
tor school-leavers.” 


If any employer could 
show it was not possible, 
at present, to recruit a 
particular class of skilled 
artisans in the country, 
and it was essential for 
the existing skilled staff 
to work overtime — ex- 
emption from the ban 
would be considered, he 
said. 

Those doing emergency 
work and essential ser- 
vices were exempt. 

The regulations gazetted 
yesterday also exempted: 
domestic workers in pri- 
vate households, officers 
of Parliament, State em- 
ployees, voluntary charit- 
able workers and pupils 
and students” fulfilling 
their curricula and work 
requirements. 

In an interview, the 
Chief Industrial Registrar 
of companies and trade 


unions, Mr ignatius Chig- 
wendere, agreed that the 
measure had been taken 
to create more jobs. “The 
spirit behind the mea- 
sures is to create as 
much employment as pos- 
sible. Thig is not an end 
in itself. Although we are 
aware that the Govern- 
ment wants to develop the 
rural areas, it has also 
become necessary to’ take 
this move for the benefit 
of many people,” he said. 
Improve 

It was necessary to cut 
Gown extra work that 
could be carried out by 
people who were unem- 
loyed and if the regula- 
ions were carried out the 
unemployment _ situation 
would greatly improve. 

Mr Chigwendere made 
it clear that the n-w 
regulations were not 
meant to penalise indus- 
tries in any way — but 
to normalise the unem- 
ployment situation.

RAIL CARGO--Zimbabwe's rail system carried just under 14 million net tonnes during 
the year ended June 30--its best performance since the break-up of the Unitary Sys- 
tem in 1967. The National Railways of Zimbabwe annual report released last week 
said the economic upsurge in the country led to a 25 percent increase in the traffic 
offered, but the reduction of motive power availability, together with congestion on 
South African Railways prevented full acceptance. This situation was aggravated by 
the return of 25 SAR diesel locomotives on hire to Zimbabwe between May and June, 
which reduced loco availability by a further 16 percent. The opening of the direct 
Maputo route in October 1980 diverted some of the traffic away from South Africa. 
The railways' export cargo consisted mainly of steel, sugar and asbestos, but the 
volume of imports was below exports, causing an imbalance between the up-and-down 
traffic flow. This was, however, corrected to some extent towards the end of the 
year when petrol imports were diverted from South Africa to Maputo. The 14 million 
tonnes of cargo carried by the NRZ earned $5 146 000 compared to $3 750 000 last 
year. More than 1 500 000 people travelled on the national railways--an increase

MAIZE TO MOZAMBIQUE--Transport of 2 000 tonnes of Zimbabwean maize to Vila de Man- 
ica in Mozambique has been resumed, a representative of the World Food Programme, 
Mr Desmond Taylor, said yesterday. The supply was part of the British Government 
food aid programme in Mozambique. But the WFP was still unable to get supplies 
through to Beira. Mr Taylor said supplies, which were halted two weeks ago after 
an attack on the railway bridge between Umtali and Beira port, would be in full 
swing as soon as it had been repaired. His organisation was negotiating alterna- 
tive supply routes to the Beira and Maputo harbours. The WFP was shipping maize to 
Somalia to meet the refugee problem as well as Kenya, Tanzania, Senegal and Mali, 
all of which had been hit by drought. The Umtali-Beira rail link was sabotaged on 
October 28 by the South African-backed MNR. Alternative routes being sought by the 
WFP include roads from grain depots at Mtoko and Mrewa to the Mozambican town of 
Tete and then down to Beira. Another is from Chicualacuala on the south-eastern 
border with Mozambique and down to Maputo harbour.
